DETAILS 

1. On 11/28/89, SA Owens and Detective Nolan were asked to verify RICCI's claim that 
he had been at the St. Cloud State University library on 10/22/89 and had checked out 
two books. More specifically, RICCI had told the investigating officers that the 
books either had to do with Bahai religion or the Palestine issue. This request was 
submitted by FBI SA Kevin Crawford of the Minneapolis FBI Office as related to 
previous reports concerning RICCI and his possible involvement with the disappearance 
of JACOB WETTERLING. 

2. On 11/29/89, SA Owens and Detective Nolan attempted to obtain information 
concerning RICCI and any books he might have checked out at the library on the St. 
Cloud State University campus. On that date the investigating officers were told by 
circulation instructor Renee Rude that a Release of Information form had to be 
completed to be in compliance with the Data Privacy's Act with regards to release of 
that kind of information. 

3. On 11/30/89, SA Owens again met with Renee Rude and displayed to her one Release 
of Information form that had been signed by PFIILIP JOHN RICCI. After the Release of 
Information form was presented to Rude, Rude examined the computer files within the 
library system. According to the information revealed by Rude, RICCI had not been 
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allowed to take any type of -book or document from the Learning -Resource -Center 
(library) until 10/25/89. Rude did a further examination and discovered that there 
were no outstanding books or documents currently out to RICCI. Rude further 
indicated that a book or books could have been taken out after 10/25/89 by RICCI and 
returned, with no indication listed on the computer records. Rude indicated that a 
book or document once returned is generally kicked out of the computer, with no 
record retained. RICCI'S identification number for taking out books is identified as 
20102000405613. Rude further interpreted other information indicating that RICCI is 
not currently enrolled for the winter quarter through SCSI) and is therefore not 
allowed to take out any book or document. Further examination of the information 
provided by Rude indicated RICCI to have been registered as a pre-Business student at 
SCSU. RICCI's address given at the time of his original record entry at the library 
was 512 South Eighth Avenue in St. Cloud, Minnesota 56301.

SYNOPSIS 

On 11-27-89 information was received during the interview of Celcelia Schmainda about 
SMITH'S observations of a suspicious vehicle early in the morning following the day 
of Jacob WETTERLING's disappearance. On 11-27-89 SA Owens and Detective Nolan 
interviewed SMITH at her residence in Avon, Minnesota. Details from what SMITH 
observed indicated that on or about 0720 hours on 10-23-89 near the intersection of 
St. Anna Drive and 185th Avenue, SMITH observed a rnid-size Ford/Mercury 4 door, 
maroon in color vehicle with frosted windows. As SMITH approached the vehicle, the 
driver who was described as having dark hair with a stubbly beard drove away from 
SMITH after SMITH'S approach. SMITH was not able to recall a license number 
associated with this vehicle and whether or not the vehicle had been seen in the area 
on previous occasions.

DETAILS 

1. On 11-27-89 during the course of an interview with Celcelia Schmainda 
investigating officers obtained information concerning SMITH'S possible observation 
of a suspicious vehicle in the early morning hours on 10-23-89. From this 
information provided by Schmainda the investigating officers traveled over to and met 
with SMITH at her residence for purposes of interviewing. 

2. During the course of the interview SMITH relayed the following information. 
SMITH indicated to the investigation officers that each morning she takes her 
Doberman Pincher dog for a walk in the immediate neighborhood. According to SMITH on 
10-23-89 at approximately 0720 hours a mid-size Ford/Mercury 4 door maroon in color 
vehicle was attempting to enter a location near the intersection of St. Anna and 
185th Avenue. This location consists of an access road into an area where there are 
two abandon out buildings. As the vehicle was turning into the access road area, 
SMITH and_her dog became visible to the driver. SMITH noted that the vehicle had 
frosted windows and was suspicious because of that texture at that time of the year. 
SMITH indicated that there were two smaller openings in the frosted areas of the 
window, one of which was directly in front of the drivers side and the other on the 
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side of the driver.. SMITH indicated that upon her approach to the vehicle the driver 
appeared to be frightened and drove away from the area heading in a southerly 
direction on 185th Avenue. SMITH caught a quick glimpse of the driver and further 
described him as a white male about 35 years of aoe or younger, havinq a round face 
with black collar length hair. SMITH further described the individual as having a 
receding hairline and having a stubby growth of beard on his face. SMITH could not 
recall if the driver was wearing eye glasses or had a cap or hat. SMITH indicated 
that the driver appeared to have a very mean look when approached by SMITH. SMITH 
indicated that neither the driver or the vehicle had been seen previously by SMITH in 
that general area. When SMITH approached the vehicle the driver drove away from 
SMITH in a southerly direction on 185th Avenue. SMITH did not recall the license of 
the vehicle. . SMITH was asked by the investigating officers to remain observant for 
the possibility that that vehicle would return in the general area and was further 
asked by the investigating officers to obtain a license plate.

SYNOPSIS 

On 11-27-89 information was received from Elenor Maier of Country Side Auto in Sauk

abduction of Jacob WETTERLING. Maier went on to suggest that a number of people in 
the Albany, Minnesota area have mentioned that the owner of that clothing store 
resembled the same composite picture. In a separate incident on 11-27-89 a one 
Cecelia Schrnainda of Avon, Minnesota suqqested, in information obtained by 

that Francis WEBER 

owner of Weber's Clothing was upset with Dr. Jerry Wetterling. This incident was 

precipitated when 

during that approximate time period suffered a major stroke leaving her in a comatose 
state. On 11-28-89 and 11-29-89 SA Owens and Detective Nolan went out to the Albany, 
Minnesota area for purposes of interviewing both WEBER's {Francis and Barry). 
Although WEBER {Francis) closely resembled composite number 3, information was 

obtained that both he and his wife were out in a restaurant the evening of Jacob 

WETTERLING's disappearance. Further information involving WEBER (Barry) indicated 
that on the evening of 10-22-89, WEBER was attending a Christian rock music concert. 
Further examination of WEBER (Barry) physical statute reveals no similarity with his 

structure and that of any of the composites involved in the disappearance of Jacob 

WETTERLING. A further examination of the vehicles belonging to and/or operated by 
both WEBER's shows no similarity with those attempting to be found by the 
investigating officers.

1. On 11-27-89 information was received through the Jacob WETTERLING task force 
from a one Elenor Maier who suggested that the owner of the Weber Clothing Store in 
Albany, Minnesota closely resembled composite number 3 of those attempting to be 
identified by the investigators involved with the disappearance of Jacob WETTERLING. 
Additionally Maier stated that a number of individuals in the Albany, Minnesota area 
have stated the same concern of the owner of the clothing store closely resembling 
composite number 3. In a separate incident occurring on 11-27-89 SA Owens and 
Detective Nolan while interviewing Cecelia Schmainda discovered that the owner of the 
Weber Clothing Store had been upset with Dr. Jerrv Wetterlinq 

This information evolved around 

and in that general time frame, had suffered a stroke and remains 

to this dav in a comatose state in Albany, Minnesota. 


Further information obtained from Schmainda indicated that the owner of Weber's 
Clothing had a son who was described as being in his 30's and was a individual who 
was described as a loner and who lived with his parents in Albany, Minnesota. An 
examination by the investigating officers positively identified both of the WEBER's 
as WEBER, Francis Leroy doing business as Weber's Clothing and WEBER, Barry Fred 
doing business as Weber Printing. 

2. On 11-28-89 and 11-29-89 SA Owens in the company of Detective Nolan traveled out 
to Albany, Minnesota for purposes of interviewing both of the above described 
WEBER's. On 11-28-89 WEBER (Francis) along with his wife were interviewed in his 
store in Albany, Minnesota. WEBER explained how he was familiar with Dr. Wetterling 
and described how his Aunt had been a patient of Dr. Wetterling until the time of his 
Aunt's stroke. WEBER attributed the stroke of her Aunt with her being upset that she 
had to retake her Minnesota driver's license test because of her age. Since the time 
of the stroke WEBER's Aunt described as Emily Margaret Gunderson (DOB: 3-18-98) 
vehicle has been stored in WEBER's garage in Albany, Minnesota. That vehicle is 
described as a white 1975 Chrysler New Yorker bearing Minnesota license HR262. WEBER 
was asked about his location on the evening of TO-22-89 to which he responded that he 
and his wife would go out to eat in the evening on generally every Sunday. WEBER 
further stated that they either go to the Landing Night Club located on Pelican take 
(845-4666) or the El Paso Restaurant located in St. Joseph (363-4345). According to 
the WEBER's they usually go with one of two couples but could not specifically 
remember for the evening of 10-22-89 whether or not they went with a couple or went 
by themselves. WEBER indicated that he has stopped at the Tom Thumb Superette in St. 
Joseph, Minnesota before but his last occasion of stopping at that store was 
approximately 3 years earlier when they had a sale on coca cola. WEBER indicated 
that -he knew Dr. Jerry Wetterling through the problem associated with WEBER's Aunt 
and that Dr. Wetterling had been in his store on one occasion. Further information 
obtained from WEBER indicated that WEBER possesses a Federal Firearms License (FFL) 
and sells the weapons out of his store. In addition, WEBER also is involved in the 
sale of antiques which are located above his store. 

3. On 10-29-89 SA Owens and Detective Nolan interviewed WEBER (Barry) at his store 
in Albany, Minnesota. WEBER indicated that he had only met the Wetterlings on one 
other occasion and that involved a concert at the Catholic Church in Avon, Minnesota 
after the disappearance of Jacob WETTERLING. WEBER indicated that on the evening of 
10-22-89 he was not at home and was in attendance at a Christian rock music concert 
in the city. WEBER indicated that he was currently the only son of Francis and that 
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his brother had died when he was approximately 3 and 1/2 years of age. WEBER further 
stated that besides owning the printing shop, he was very active in the Avon Catholic 
Church where he conducted the choir and played music and a number of the Masses at 
the church. WEBER indicated that the choir consisted of college age and younger 
people. WEBER was asked to explain the situation involving his great-aunt and her 
treatment with Dr. Jerry Wetterling. WEBER indicated that his great-aunt had 
received treatment from Dr. Wetterling but had suffered a stroke when she became 
concerned that she could not pass her next driver's test. 

4. From WEBER'S printing, the investigating officers along with Barry went over to 
meet with Francis WEBER. Once at that location, the investigating officers again 
asked Francis WEBER where he was on the evening of 10-22-89, to which both he and his 
wife said that they would have been at -the restaurant up at the landing near Pelican 
Lake or over at the El Paso Restaurant in St. Joseph, MN. WEBER again stated that 
the last time he had been at the Tom Thumb Superette in St. Joseph was approximately 
three years earlier. The investigating officers then displayed to both WEBERS a copy 
of the MN Driver's license for Francis WEBER along with the composite number 3. 
Francis WEBER did agree that there were a number of similarities with both the 
picture and the composite. Barry-WEBER -also indicated that indeed there- were a lot 
of similarities, especially the largeness of the ears. Francis WEBER indicated that 
he knew of two other people that were similar to composite #3. The investigating 
officers then requested to examine all the vehicles that WEBER either owned or had in 
his control including those that might have been driven by his son, Barry. 

5. WEBER took the special agents out behind the clothing company to his attached 
house and garage and displayed the following vehicles for the investigating officers 
examination. The first vehicle is described as 1979 Oldsmobile, 4-door, Royal, green 
in color, bearing MN license, 865 BOU. The second vehicle is described as a 1971 
Pontiac, 4-door, Bonneville, green in color, bearing MN license, DHG 465. While 
inside the clothing store, SA Owens observed another license plate that apparently 
will be replacing the previous plate on this vehicle. The new plate is identified as 
613 BOV. A third vehicle displayed to the SA's is a 1975 Chrysler New Yorker, white 
in color, bearing MN license, HR 262, which lists to Emily Margaret Gunderson, the 
aunt of Francis WEBER. The last vehicle examined by the investigating officers is 
described as a 1971 Pontiac Safari stationwagon, brown in color, bearing MN license, 
OHG 670. WEBER indicated that the station wagon was sometimes used for delivery 
purposes by other individuals but that it would only be used during the day time 
lours. No other individuals except the WEBER family were allowed to use the vehicles 
other than the station wagon and as outlined with the restrictions by Francis WEBER. 

6. Further information provided by Barry WEBER indicates that he currently owns a 
trailer out at Pelican Lake which would be just south of County Road 154 on 188th 
Avenue and WEBER has indicated it is near the Angulski property on the west side of 
Pelican Lake. 

7. At this time the investigating officers have concluded that there is a strong 
likelihood that neither Francis WEBER or Barry WEBER were involved in the abduction 
of Jacob WETTERLING. The previous facts as outlined by reporting parties suggest a 
likeness of Francis WEBER with composite #3, but the information does not support 
Francis WEBER'S displeasure for Dr. WETTERLING over WEBER'S aunt's stroke. Barry 
WEBER does not fit any of the known composites involved with the abduction and the 
examination of the four vehicles controlled by the WEBER'S show no similarity with 
the vehicles attempting to be found by the investigating officers of the WETTERLING 
Task Force.

In an attempt to further identify the anonymous 
female caller, the investigating officers were given a list of single females 
residing in or near the St. Joseph, Minnesota, area on or about the time of 
WETTERLING's disappearance. One of those individuals was identified as RICHTER. On 
11/27/89, SA Owens contacted RICHTER, who had been interviewed personally by both 5A 
Owens and Detective Nolan on an earlier occasion. Information from RICHTER revealed 
that on the evening of WETTERLING 1 s disappearance both herself and her boyfriend were 
at a company picnic. RICHTER should be discounted as the anonymous female caller.

More specifically, LOIS identified a next door 
neighbor, a one DANIEL BARBERG, who accompanied JOSEPH PALLANSCH up to Alexandria, 
Minnesota, in order to cut wood. The investigating officers examined a current 
photograph of JOSEPH PALLANSCH and concluded that PALLANSCH does not resemble any of 
the composites involved in the disappearance of JACOB WETTERLING. From this 
information, PALLANSCH should be discounted as a candidate for further investigation 
into the disappearance of JACOB WETTERLING.

Porter's indicated that they have a key for Cornwell's house along with 

possessing a garage door opener. At this time Cornwell asked Donald Porter 
if the would walk him home. On the way from Porter's house to Cornwell's 
house, Cornwell was reported by Porter as looking out in different directions 
and acting very weird on his way to his house. Once Porter and Cornwell 
gained entry inside the house Cornwell began looking around the house,

On or about November 17, 1989, the Porter's recalled an argument over the 
divorce proceedings between Cornwell and his wife Dorothy. During this time 
Cornwell was described as being very upset and showing symptoms of paranoia. 
According to the Porter's on Thanksgiving Day (November 25, 1989) Cornwell 

had his two son's Terry and Jim over to his residence along with Brandon. 
The information obtained from the Porter's revealed that it was a very 
upsetting day for the boys with their father. It was believed by the 

Porter s that a fight broke out between Cornwell and his son Terry in which 
Cornwell indicated he was going to get a restraining order to prevent his son 
Terry from being allowed to come over to Cornwell's. The Porter's relayed 
an incident that occurred on November 25, 1989, in which Cornwell and his son 
Brandon were laying on the bed in Cornwell's bedroom. It was at this time 
at Cornwell grabbed and hugged Brandon tightly and started to shake. 




Cornwell indicated that there was a vision of God occurring at that time and 
according to the information relayed by God to Cornwell, it was said that God 
ows where Jacob Wetterling is and we will know shortly where he (Jacob) is 
Cornwell also added that Jacob was already in Heaven. 

3. The Porter's indicated that Cornwell was fearful that he would lose 

custody for his son Brandon. Cornwell became so upset at this thought that 
Cornwell wrote a song about and for Brandon. After Jacob Wetterling's 
disappearance, the Porter's indicated that Brandon's name was replaced with 
Jacob's in the song. AT the conclusion of the interview Cindy Porter 
indicated that although she worked Part time for Cornwell she would soon be 
leaving his employment. Cindy Porter described Cornwell as being a very 
lonesome person and^ beginning to become increasingly upset and agitated at 
the thought of losing his son Brandon. Cindy Porter also revealed to SA 
Owens that Cornwell was having trouble with his business as two of his 

salesmen had left the firm. One of the salesmen identified as JOHN SAUER, 

left Cornwell and became an object of Cornwell's scorn after Sauer's 

departure from the firm. The Porter's finally described Cornwell as being 
very secretative and secluded, going to the extreme of putting extra security 
devices on two of Cornwell's entrance doors. Donald Porter informed SA Owens 
hat Cornwell is a very active hunter and knows the geographical area around 
Avon, MN in complete detail. The Porter's concluded the interview with SA 
Owens by revealing they had become quite scared at the changes occurring in 
Cornwell and were afraid for their own safety and the safety of others.

During the week of 12/17/89, the BCA received information concerning the possible 
identification of Wollin resembling a composite sketch of an individual authorities 
were attempting to locate a man that might have been involved in the abduction of a 
Cold Spring, MN boy on 1/13/89. On 12/2/0/89 between the approximately hours of 1825 
through 1845 SA Owens and O'Malley interviewed Wollin at his apartment. During the 
course of that interview Wollin informed the special agents that he did not know the 
Wetter ling family and had not traveled to St. Joseph or St. Cloud, MN within the past 
few months. Wollin did indicate that he would travel up to Alexandria, MN on 
weekends to assist his relatives at that location in there retail ski business. When 
the. special agents asked of Wollin's location on the evening of 10-22-89, Wollin 
indicated that he probably would have been home watching television. Wollin informed 
the special agents that there was no one that he could remember that could account 
for his being home on that evening. After the interview with Wollin an comparing his 
physical characteristics with those from the composite picture, special agents have 
decided at this time that Wollin should not be considered a major suspect in the 
abduction of the Cold Spring, MN boy nor in the abduction of Jacob Wetterling. 
Further contacts with the Richfield and Minneapolis Public School Systems show 
Wollin's explanations of employment and location on 10/23/89 to verify his oriqinal 
story.

DETAILS 

1. During the week of 12-17-89, information was received from Helen Underdahl, 
employee of the MN BCA. Lab, concerning the possible identification of Wollin with 
that of a composite picture involving the abduction of a Cold Spring, MN boy on 
1-13-89. Information provided by Underdahl revealed that Wollin was currently 
employed as a vocal instructor with the Waite Park Elementary School located in North 
East Minneapolis, MN. Additional information provided suggested that Wollin was an 
unusual type of personality and that he would often travel between the Twin Cities 






and Alexandria, MN. 

2. From the information provided above the special agents established the positive 
identification of Wollin along with his permanent address in Richfield, MN. on 
12/20/89 between the approximate hours on 1825 through 1845 the special agents 
interviewed Wollin at his residence in Richfield, MN. Wollin indicated that he has 
been employed in the Minneapolis school system under the principal Charles McConnel 
ever since his departure from the Richfield Public Schools. Wollin indicated that 
after 21 years with the Richfield Public Schools he was laid off because of the 
excessive numbers of musical/vocal instructors within that school district. Wollin 
also indicated that he was single and had lived at the Century Court Apartments for 
at least 15 years. The Century Court Apartment within which Mollin was living could 
be described as very spartan in decorations and not having any unique identifying 
characteristics with regards to hobbies or interests. 

3. Wollin indicated to the special agents that his relative is his brother Stephen 
W. Wollin residing at 11046 Stanley Curve in Bloomington, MN. In addition Wollin 
indicated that he would often travel on the weekends to Alexandria, MN to visit his 
brother-in-law and sister identified as Mary and Paul Anderson of Route 3, Box 258, 
in Alexandria, MN 56308. Wollin continued by telling the special agents that while 
in Alexandria he would often help his relatives in there ski retail shop selling to 
the public. Wollin also indicated that during the normal drive up and back from 
Alexandria the only stop that he would make would be at the Clearwater exit where he 
would have some refreshments. 

4. The special agents asked Wollin if he knew of the Wetterling family to which 
Wollin replied in the negative and further stated the only thing he knew about the 
Wetterling family and their son Jacob's disappearance is what he heard on television. 
Wollin was asked if he would ever drive through St. Joseph or St. Cloud, MN on t{ie 
way up to Alexandria to which Wollin replied on the negative. Wollin was asked" 
whether or not he owned or had access to a" hand gun to which he replied in the 
negative. Wollin also indicated that he has never had any problems with law 
enforcement authorities in the past. Wollin was then asked to describe in detail 
what he did during the course of the education association break between 10-19-89 
through 10-22-89. Wollin replied that on Thursday the 19th, he had attended a number 
of union/federation meetings in St. Paul, MN. On Friday, the 20th, Wollin indicated 
that he had attended a number of teacher related activities in Bloomington, MN and 
had also purchased license plate tabs for his vehicle. Wollin indicated that" he 
currently owns a brown/tan in color 1986 Plymouth Colt with MN LIC RER782. On 
Saturday, the 21st, Wollin indicated that he probably spent time with his brother 
Stephen in Bloomington, MN. On Sunday, the 22nd, Wollin indicated that he probably 
attended the Bloomington Assembly of God Church which he is a member of and returned 
to home. Wollin also added that it would have been possible for him to have stopped 
at his brothers house in Bloomington on that date also. As far as the evening of 
that date, Wollin indicated that he was probably watching television and was probably 
home during the time of Jacob's abduction. When Wollin asked if there was someone of 
something he could remember more specifically relating his being home that evening, 
Wollin said he could not specifically say he had contacted somebody nor could he say 
specifically say what he actually did that evening. Wollin was asked to provide the 
special agents with any additional information concerning his activities during that 
unknown period of time on the evening of 10-22-89. Special agents have determined 
from Wollins canter during the interview and also his physical characteristics that 
WoT1 In was probably not connected with the abduction of the Cold Spring boy in 
January T989. From that information it is concluded that Wollin probably had no 




affiliation with the disappearance. 

5. Contact with the Richfield and Minneapolis Public School Systems verified 

Wollin's past and current employment along with his location at Waite Park Elementary 
School on 10/23/89.

would often spend time at the Wetterling residence. Myrna Brown was further 
described as an individual that had a number of personal problems included but not 
limited to dangerous drug involvement and marital complications. It was further 
discovered that one of her children identified as Tesch Brown would often accompany 
her in her visits to the Wetterling residence. Further information obtained by the 
interviewing officers revealed that Tesch Brown was having some personal problems 
self and was currently some where in the Mpls, MN area. Based on this information it 
was decided to approach Tesch Brown and interview him regarding his location on the 
evening of Jacob Wetterling disappearance, namely, 10-22-89. 

2. In an attempt to find Tesch Brown SA Owens was given a telephone number for a "Ron 
Brown (no relation) at 451-6439. In contacting Ron Brown SA Owens was able to 
determine that Tesch Brown was last heard of as attending the Richfield High School 
in Richfield, MN. Additional information provided by Ron Brown revealed that Tesch 

Brown had another relative described as Mary Brown (866-3812) who might assist in 
locating Tesch Brown. 

3. On 12-7-89 SA Owens interviewed the Richfield High School principal Richard Mass 
at the Richfield High School in Richfield, MN. Purpose of the interview was to 
ascertain the presence of Tesch Brown at that high school. From that contact SA 
Owens was able to determine that Tesch Brown had dropped out of Richfield High School 
on 11-3-89. Further interviews by SA Owens with the staff of the Richfield High 
School revealed that Tesch Brown was a well organized planner and user of other 
people. Tesch Brown was described as having excellent verbal skills but lacking 
writing and reading skills because of Dyslexia. Further information revealed that 
Tesch Brown was currently living with the Patton's 1318 East 78th St. (103) in 
Richfield, MN. More specifically, the information revealed that Tesch Brown was 
residing with the Patton's primarily because of his girlfriend Dedra, who was a 
daughter of the mother Carolyn living at that same address. Two telephone numbers 
were obtained by SA Owens for Carolyn Patton, they consisted of the home number of 
866-5830 and the work number of 854-3322. Out at the Richfield High School SA Owens 
was told by principal Mass that principal Phillips from the Southwest High School 
(627-4241) had attempted to contact Mass concerning Tesch Brown. In a telephone 
contact on that day, Principle Mass discovered that Tesch Brown was not a student at 
Southwest High School and was forbidden to enter that school unless having prior 
approval from the Administrative office. Principle Phillips further described Tesch 
Brown as having very disruptive behavior and often times would scream and yelled for 
no specific reason. Further information obtained by SA Owens indicated that at one 
time Tesch Brown had attempted to obtain assistant through the Hennepin County Social 
System by way of the intake person identified as Kathy McGovern (348-3277). In a 
telephone conversation between SA Owens with McGovern it was learned that although 
Tesch Brown did apply for assistance no further action was developed. Some 
additional information obtained by SA Owens indicated that Tesch Brown's sister named 
Tahiri was currently enrolled at Hamline University in St. Paul, MN (641-2835). 
Additionally one other relative of Tesch Brown's was identified as a Mary Sullivan 

who, according to McGovern, was a maternal aunt who could be reached at telephone 
number 824-2562. 

4. Special agent Owens was able to determine from the information from his 
background that Tesch Brown was currently residing with a Lousie or Louvina Sargent 
at 3653 Chicago Ave., Apt. 3, Mpls., MN (824-0599). On 12-20-89, SA Owens in the 
company of SA Zamzho (Federal ATF) went over to the above address and made contact 
with individuals located in the apartment complex. At this time SA Owens left a

following names were on apartment number 3 mailbox: Louvina Sargent; Seder ick 
Sargent; and Tesch Brown. On the evening of 12/21/89 SA Owens received a telephone 
call from an individual identifying himself as Tesch Brown. Tesch Brown indicated 
that he was current y residing with his brother-in-law (Keith Baker) at 9185 Hartford 
Road, Woodbury, MN (739-5691). In talking with Tesch Brown and his brother-in-law 
Baker, it was arranged to meet with Tesch Brown the following day at the Mpls. 

Chamber of Co ™erce located at the Young Quinlin Building (81 So. 9th Street, 2nd 
Floor) Mpls., MN (370-9143). On 12-21-89 SA Owens meet with Tesch Brown and Keith 
Baker at the Mpls., Chamber of Commerce offices. During this time it was learned 
that the last instance in which Tesch Brown physically visited the Wetterlinq 
residence was in fall of 1988. Tesch Brown described the house that the 
Wetter 1ings were living in at that time as the one located inside the St. 

Joseph, Minnesota, city limits. Tesch Brown indicated that he had never been 
to the Wetter lings' new house. Tesch Brown also informed SA Owens that on the 
evening of Jacob Wetterlings disappearance, 10/22/89, Tesch was with the 
Patton family and more specifically his girlfriend, Diedra, in Richfield, 

Minnesota. Tesch Brown indicated that he learned of the abduction of Jacob 
Wetterling through his sister and his mother by telephone contact. Brown 
described Jacob Wetterling as a very active child and one in which Tesch would 
often play sporting games with during the times that they would meet in a 
family setting.* SA Owens.asked about Carolyn Pattons' husband, David Patton, 
who has a history of convictions for assault situations. Tesch Brown replied 
that he did know of a David Patton and that* David Patton had resided at the 
Carolyn Patton residence in Richfield, Minnesota, up until the summer of 1989. 

Tesch Brown indicated that he had not seen David Patton since that time and 
further described David Patton as a very violent individual and one that was 
involved in cocaine. SA Owens asked Tesch Brown if David Patton knew of the 
Wetterling family to which Tesch Brown indicated that no one ever talked about 
the Wetterling family in the presence of David Patton. Tesch Brown was finally 
asked by SA Owens if he knew of any reason why Jacob Wetterling would have been 
abducted to which Tesch Brown revealed the possibility that it was a situation 
involving "White Extremists" that wanted to get back at Dr. Jerry Wetterling 
for his involvement in the local chapter of the NAACP. Tesch Brown further 
■described an incident that occurred on Dr. Jerry Wetterling's birthday which 
was celebrated at Dr. Wetterling's sister's house in suburban St. Paul in 
which a racist remark was made during the party setting. Tesch Brown thought 
the racist remark came from one of the Dr. Jerry Wetterling's relatives and 
because of that remark, Tesch Brown and his mother, Myrna, left the party 
situation.

During the 
interview, BURG denied involvement in the WETTERLING kidnapping, but 
admitted to being detained by the Willmar Police Department in September 
of 1990 on a disorderly conduct investigation. Witnesses indicated that 
they had observed BURG masturbating himself in his parked vehicle which 
was at the K-Mart parking lot located in Willmar, Minnesota.

DETAILS: 

1. On October 9, 1990, at approximately 7:30 p.m. , S/A Sigafoos and FBI 
Agent Eric Odegaard interviewed Mr. BURG at his residence in Rosemount, 
Minnesota. BURG was informed that the WETTERLING Task Force had received 
information that he possibly fit the description of the suspect in the 
WETTERLING abduction, and that he had been detained by the Willmar Police 
Department in a sexual misconduct investigation during September of 1990. 

2. . Mr. BURG allowed investigators to check his vehicle for tire types, 
which was done with negative results. BURG's tennis shoes were also 
checked with negative results. BURG consented to having photographs 
taken of himself and his vehicle for investigation purposes. He denied 
any involvement in the WETTERLING abduction. 

3. BURG stated that in September of 1990, he had been detained by the 
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Willmar Police Department, and subsequently charged with disorderly 
conduct. He related that for the past six months, he has had a problem 
with being impotent, and is diagnosed as being diabetic. On the day in 
question, he had driven to St. Cloud to look at an old engine and 
intended to travel to South Dakota on other business. At St. Cloud, he 
had purchased an artificial vagina at the adult book store. From there 
he drove towards Willmar on Highway 23. A short time after leaving 
St. Cloud, he stated he stopped his vehicle and put on a pair of woman's 
panties and placed a homemade grass vagina inside these panties. He 
indicated he had done this to stimulate his penis to see if he could get 
an erection. On his way to South Dakota, he indicated he stopped in 
Willmar, Minnesota, at the K-Mart store with the intent to buy a new pair 
of tennis shoes. He parked in the parking lot and stayed in his vehicle 
for approximately 45 minutes, stating he was smoking a cigar and drinking 
some coffee. At this time, he indicated the panties and the grass vagina 
he had placed inside of him were becoming uncomfortable, and he was 
removing these two items when the Willmar police arrived at the scene and 
questioned'him. BURG-denied masturbati-ng himself or honking his..horn_at 
women as they walked across the parking lot. S/A Sigafoos informed 
Mr. BURG that several witnesses had come forth since the incident and 
indicated that they had personally seen him masturbating himself in the 
car, and observed and heard him honking his car horn at women within the 
parking lot. BURG continued to deny these actions. He could not provide 
a reasonable account for his actions. BURG stated he had purchased the 
woman's apparel from J. C. Penney a few days prior to the incident, and 
further indicated he had purchased an artificial vagina approximately one 
month before. He further admitted that he had made other sexual items 
from an old sheep skin and a piece of canvas. He first stated that he 
had purchased a pack of rubbers on this date while in St. Cloud at the 
K-Mart store so that he would not mess up the artificial vagina if he 
ejaculated. 

4. During the course of the interview, BURG quoted scripture from the 
Bible; he further stated he felt that the Willmar Police Department 
should have given him a break. It was pointed out to BURG that his 
actions were consistent with an exposure's method of operation, and that 
possibly he was involved in other similar acts. BURG denied being 
involved in any other acts of a similar nature. He continually denied 
being involved in other incidents and refused to acknowledge what 
witnesses had told the Willmar Police Department. 

5. On this date, S/A Sigafoos and S/A Eric Odegaard interviewed 

Mrs. BURG at the BURG residence. During the course of the interview, she 
indicated that her husband had informed her of the incident in Willmar, 
Minnesota, and she was aware of basically what had taken place at that 
location. She indicated that she intended to stand by her husband 
through this ordeal. During questioning, she denied that there had been 
any physical or sexual abuse of either herself or any of the BURG 
children by Gerald. Mrs. BURG did acknowledge that, for the past six 
months, Gerald and herself have been experiencing sexual difficulties due 
to the fact that Gerald could not obtain an erection. She did verify 
that he was diabetic at this time.

27. SA Bakos asked Rustman about any recent incidents where he may have been aroused 
sexually and if he had done anything. He stated the only time was in Tyler, 
Minnesota, no too long before the arrest in April of 1990, he had seen a girl walking 
down the street and had thought about attacking her but that he did not. 

2-8. SA Bakos asked Rustman if he ever became aroused at all looking at younger boys 
and he replied no, that he just liked younger girls. 

29. SA Bakos asked Rustman if he had ever been in the St. Cloud area or anywhere 
near that area and he replied that he hadn't. SA Bakos further asked if he had ever 

been near St. Cloud or the surrounding area and Rustman stated not for the past two 
years or longer. 

30. During the criminal sexual misconduct case in Lincoln County, SA Bakos had 
learned from Marvin Rustman, brother of Robert Rustman, that the Rustman family 
became aware of gas being taken from the farm and noticed by watching Rustman's 
speedometer that he would take off and put two hundred miles or more on his vehicles 
with them not knowing where he would go. SA Bakos asked Rustman about his ventures 
when he would drive for long periods of time and he stated that he just liked to 
drive and went no where in particular. SA Bakos asked Rustman if he may have taken a 
drive that would have brought hirn near the St. Cloud area or possibly could have 
driven in an.area near St. Joseph, Minnesota, not knowing that he was actually in the 
St. Cloudj Minnesota* area. Rustman responded that he has never been in that area or 
close to it within the past couple of years, SA Bakos asked Rustman if he knew where 

St. Joseph was and stated that that was the area where Jacob Wetter ling had been 
abducted. Rustman replied he did not. 

31. At this time Rustman looked up at SA Bakos and asked something to the effect, 
why are you asking me this, do you think I had something to do with that?". SA 
Bakso responded, no, just curious if you were ever in that area or may have been seen 
in that area and that SA Bakos had heard that he was in the St. Cloud area on or 
about the time of the Wetterling abduction. Rustman responded no again. 

32. After a few general investigative questions, SA Bakos asked Rustman if he had 
ever remembered being at the Francis Cooney farm in the fall of 1989 where some 
hunters were present and during a newscast making a statement about being in the St. 
Cloud area snd that he had.a car similar to that which was being reported on the news 
from the Wetterling abduction. Rustman replied that he kind of remembered mentioning 
to his nephew or someone about getting rid of his car but he didn't remember ever 
saying he was in the St. Cloud area. 

33. SA Bakos asked Rustman why someone would have reported seeing his vehicle in the 
St. Cloud area during the fall of 1989, further stating that maybe Rustman's car was 
just seen by coincidence and that Rustman was driving through to another area. 
Rustman responded that he was never in the St. Cloud area in the past two years. 

34. SA Bakos asked Rustman if he had ever seen the composite drawings of the 
suspects in the newspapers or on television of the suspect that authorities were 
looking for. Rustman responded that he had. SA Bakos asked Rustman if he didn't

think that those drawings looked somewhat like him. Rustman responded, yeah they 
kind of look like me. SA Bakos went on talking to Rustman about Rustman seeing a 
minister and turning to God and asking for God's help in forgiving him whatever he's 
done in the past.

35• SA Bakos went on explaining to Rustman that he should think about the Wetter ling 
family and how that mother and father must feel and suffer day in and day out not 
knowing where their boy is, especially not having piece of mind to know that they can 
also pray to God that their boy is being taken care of or even if their boy is okay. 
That that family did not know that and they have a right to know. SA Bakos went on 
further stating to Rustman that he knows about the people he loves, that Bakos wasn't 
sure if he knew his own mother and father but if he did he knows where they were at 
and what has happened to them and they are people that must have dearly loved him 
through the years.as the Wetterlings would have loved their son and have God's right 

to know where their boy is. 'Rustman responded something to the effect, yes they do 

have that right at which time Rustman looked up at Bakos and again crying stated, I 
didn"t have nothing to do with that, do you think that I did that? SA Bakos replied 

that he did not say that he believed he had anything to do with it but he may know 

something about it and that we needed to help the Wetterlings with their suffering if 
anyone really knew where Jacob really was. 

36. At this time SA Bakos told Rustman, you can't just turn to God and talk to him 
only in prayers. If you did something really bad you have to do more then just talk 
to God in your prayers for something you're really sorry for, you have to make 
yourself right with God by telling someone else. SA Bakos stated that he would 
listen to him and that if Rustman felt that he could not talk to SA Bakos he should 
talk to someone, anyone. Rustman as he was crying continued with denials of knowing 
anything about the Wetterling case and that if he did he would surely tell someone. 

37. SA Bakos asked Rustman if he would be willing to take a polygraph test 
explaining that that was a lie detector test about any of the incidents including 
Jacob Wetterling. He responded that he didn't know but he would consider it. 

38. SA Bakos reminded Rustman being that he was

39. SA Bakos ended the interview with Rustman by thanking him and again telling him 
that he could contact SA Bakos or any authority at any time or if he wished he could 
talk to persons at the prison, counselors, ministers, or anyone about makinq thinqs 
right with himself and God no matter what he has ever done. 

40. The interview was concluded at this time. 

41. SA Bakos discussed the. interview with SA Dennis Sigafoos from the BCA and 

informed him about the interview and that no statements had been made by Rustman in 
reference to incidents with boys 

42.. No other follow up will be done at this time by SA Bakos unless other evidence 
or information should surface at a later time in reference to Rustman.

Forensic Scientist Kurt Inline took photographs of the premises and the interior of the 
residence. Forensic Scientist Dennis Hughes assisted with the search. 

. Also obtained at the time of the search were five rolls of film taken of the premises 

and the interior of the residence, also memorializing the location of items found. These 

photographs were taken by Chief Deputy Richard Kausler, Ottertail County Sheriff's Office

Listed subject resigned the ministry as a result of his admission to 
church officials.(Bishop) of sexual misconduct. Identity of victim 
and offense details are unknown to sources, but are listed to have 
occurred with a local adult male. 

rscords in reference to dates, activities, and travel logs are 
currently in the possession of subject. 

Sources indicate that subject performed volunteer duties in the form 
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of refereeing local youth basketball games. During these periods, 
complaints surfaced from participants and parents of extended 
periods of locker room nudity on the part of subject. Investigation 
by local authorities reveal no known violations as of this writing. 

Law enforcement authorities of the Otter Tail County Sheriffs 
Department reported that listed subject owns a cabin in their county 
located in the Battle Lake area. Otter Tail County authorities also 
reported that the subject is known to them as a result of a previous 
Otter Tail investigation concerning sexual misconduct while a 
resident of Battle Lake ten to twelve years ago. Further 
information indicates that the subject still owns the cabin and has 
used it as a retreat for Pine River youths. 

Further source information reveal the subject graduated from St. 
Cloud University; and during that period, was suspected of sexual 
misconduct during his employment as a lifeguard.

Numerous follow-up 
phone calls by S/A Duma to subject resulted in S/A Duma being advised 
that the subject was having trouble obtaining the services of an 
attorney. 


3. On November 3, 1992, S/A Duma received a call from Mr. Donald 
Kirchner, a local Brainerd attorney, stating that he was representing the 
subject.

4. Questioned regarding the location of the Cursillo, Kirchner could or 
would not provide any additional information. It should be noted that 
S/A Duma received a letter dated November 3, 1992, reaffirming this 
conversation and Kirchner's representation. 
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5. During this period of investigation, Cass County authorities have 
interviewed the church bishop with information indicating that the 
previously—listed sexual offense involved an adult, with no other 
violations known to church officials. Cass County authorities report 
that church officials have offered full cooperation in the event further 
interviews are required. No criminal charges pending as of this writing. 

6. During the period of January/February 1993, S/A Duma has been 
contacted by sources indicating that the previously-mentioned Cursillo 
(Pot Luck dinner) may have been held at the Dellwood Ballroom on October 
22, 1989. (It should be noted that the Dellwood Ballroom is 
approximately one-half mile from the abduction site. Sources also 
indicate that the subject has used other restaurant/establishments in the 
area for pot luck dinners. Interview of Dellwood Ballroom personnel by 
Stearns County authorities reveal no record of subject or other church 
members.

1. On July 13, 1993, S/A Sigafoos received a paged message from SAIC 
John Gundersen. This message indicated that S/A Sigafoos should contact 
a Ross DEVERAU at phone 627-0321. This information was in reference to 
the Jacob WETTERLING investigation. 

2. On July 13, 1993, S/A Sigafoos telephonically contacted a person 
identifying himself by the name of Ross DEVERAU. DEVERAU indicated that 
a short time after the disappearance of Jacob WETTERLING, that he had met 
an individual by the name of Keith LASSITER. DEVERAU stated that Keith 
LASSITER and himself had been lovers, and that during their relationship, 
LASSITER had physically abused him on numerous times. He indicates that 
on one occasion, LASSITER had told him that a Robert REYNOLDS and himself 
had abducted and murdered Jacob WETTERLING. LASSITER had informed 
DEVERAU that he had observed six or seven boys standing in a group, and 
that he had gone up and abducted one of the boys from this group and 
subsequently had murdered the boy. DEVERAU could provide no further 
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specifics about the crime involved. During a long phone conversation, 
DEVERAU admitted to S/A Sigafoos that he was a practicing homosexual, as 
was Keith LASSITER and Robert REYNOLDS. He indicated that LASSITER and 
himself had been lovers, but have subsequently broken up, and that he has 
been very upset by this because he was still in love with LASSITER. 
DEVERAU states that he has been drinking very heavily and is suicidal at 
this time. DEVERAU further indicated that he has been in contact with 
Corrine Scott from the Minneapolis FBI office. He further indicated that 
he has contacted people at the Minnesota Bureau of Criminal Apprehension 
and also knows a former agent by the name of Paul Gerber. 

3. DEVERAU further indicated that Keith LASSITER currently is residing 
in the Rochester/New York area. He believed that Robert REYNOLDS was 
from the Michigan area. S/A Sigafoos repeatedly requested that DEVERAU 
provide more specific information about the WETTERLING kidnapping, and 
DEVERAU stated that he could not, he was confused, and he had been 
drinking. S/A Sigafoos requested that DEVERAU, when he recalls things, 
write them down on a sheet of paper and later contact S/A Sigafoos.

Based on this 
information SSA Fier went to the Wayzata postoffice and there spoke with a supervisor. 
After being shown a copy of the envelope the determination was made that a postal clerk, 
Martha Urb an, at the Wayzata postoffice had sold the stamp for the envelope. Urban was 
present at the postoffice at the time and consented to an interview by SSA Fier. After a 
considerable amount of time was spent with Urban, she had faint recollection that possibly 
a female aged about 40 and who acted sort of odd may have been the person who mailed the 
envelope to the Stearns County Sheriff's Department. After further interviewing, Urban 
recalled that this lady maybe the wife of a former courier driver who would pick up mail 
for the Cargill Corporation from the postoffice.

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. Based on this information, SSA Fier did contact the Cargill mail room and was informed 
by and employee there that he recalled a Larry who worked for Courier Dispatch but had not 
worked for them for some time now but may have gone to work for AMC Courier Service. Based 
on this information, SSA Fier contacted AMC Courier dispatch and was then informed by a 
manager named Greg that the Larry of whom I was inquiring is Larry Stave and that he had 
since left employment at AMC. “* 

4. Based on the information, SSA Fier had acquired he contacted Investigator Tim McCarthy 
at the Wayzata Police Department and inquired as to any contacts Wayzata PD may of had with 
i,*rry st am? After McCarthy had checked he indicated that Larry Stave was the husband of 
Julie Marie Sta ve and that they have had numerous police contacts with Julie Stave. 
McCarthy indicated that J ul ie Stave was psychologically unstable and that most" "of thfelV* 
police contacts with her were because of calls involving her actions. SSA Fier was able 
to identify her ex-husband as Larry Mil liam_Si:avp t date of birth 4-28-39. Additionally 
Julie has a sister named Star Cherry Schween with a phone number of 721-3932 and a work 
phone of 348-1638. —- 

5. On 7-14-95, SSA Fier in the company of Investigator McCarthy went to J ulie Stave's 
residence at 725 East Wayzata Blvd., apartment #6. SSA Fier confronted Stave with the fact 
that she had sent letters to the Stearns County Sheriff's Department concerning Jacob 
Wetterling to which Stave admitted that she in fact had written those letters. Additional¬ 
ly, Stave had saved a copy of one of the letters and presented that to SSA Fier verifying 
the fact that she in fact was the author of those letters. After an extensive interview 
with Stave it was determined that her writings are a result of some depressed thoughts 
concerning the Wetterling investigation and that from a psychological standpoint it makes 
'er feel good to write about her feelings. While Stave would not fully acknowledge that 
,<er writings were totally false she could not supply any information which would indicate 
there was any truth through the claims in the letters that she had sent. Based on the 
interview with Stave, it is the belief of SSA Fier that there is not basis for any of the 
claims or inferences indicating knowledge of the location of the body of Jacob Wetterling. 

6. SSA Fier spoke at length with Julie Stave concerning any future writings and felt that 
he had convinced Stave that in the future she should at least sign the letters she sends 
out so people receiving them are aware of the author of that letter. 

7. There will be further investigation on this particular lead.

DETAILS 


1. On 1-30-97, SA Fier received a phone call from Linda Reed of the Montana Missing 
Childrens Unit. Reed's phone number at that organization is 406/444-2956 and her FAX 
number is 406/444-0689. Linda Reed explained that her phone call was an inquiry as to 
whether there was a missing child from Minnesota by the name of Wetterling. When SA Fier 
responded that a Jacob Wetterling was missing since October of 1989, Reed requested that 
a flier with a photograph be faxed to her. Upon further conversation with Reed, it was 
learned that SA Ward McKay, with the Montana Bureau of Criminal of Investigation, was 
handling the case which precipitated the inquiry. SA Fier requested to speak directly to 
McKay to which Reed replied, she would have McKay give a phone call shortly. 

2. Within a short period of time SA Fier did receive a phone call from SA McKay, whose 
phone number is 406/444-5797, and whose FAX number is 406/444-4628. McKay advised SA Fier 
that he had an informant who had spent jail time with a person by the name of Ernest 
r oleman. Coleman was later fully identified as Ernest Evans Coleman, DOB: 7-7-47, SSN: 
_ loleman's physical description is a white male, hazel eyes, brown hair, 6'2", 
185 pounds. According to the informant, on Monday, January 27, 1997, Coleman told the 
informant that he was responsible for the kidnapping of Jacob Wetterling. The information 
further indicates that Coleman had met another man while incarcerated in the North Dakota 
State Penitentiary and that both parties were pedaphiles. After Coleman was released from 
the Penitentiary, he and this other yet unidentified male met up and kidnapped Wetterling, 
and possibly an additional boy, and held them against their will and sexually abused them. 
Eventually the boys were killed. According to McKay, the informant told him that (Ernie) 
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Coleman is proud of what he did and likes to talk about his involvement with young boys. 


3. McKay advised SA Fier that Coleman is presently in the Yellow Stone County Detention 
Center in Billings, awaiting transport to the Montana State Penitentiary where he is 
sentenced to 25 years for raping a young boy. Additionally, McKay advised that Coleman had 
a similar conviction in which he served time in the North Dakota State Penitentiary. It 
was McKay's belief that Coleman was convicted in 1986 in North Dakota. Additionally, McKay 
stated his belief was that Coleman is a truck driver, and it was in conjunction with his 
truck driving activities that he perpetrated the kidnap of Jacob Wetterling. 

4. Based on the request from the Montana BCI, SA Fier faxed a flier of Jacob Wetterling 
to them. 

5. Based on the above information, SA Fier contacted the Stearns County Sheriffs Depart¬ 
ment and there spoke with Chief Deputy Doug Pearce, Sheriff Jim Kastreba, and Investigator 
Dave Nohner. SA Fier advised them as to the information he had received from the Montana 
BCI, and requested that a computer check be made on the Coleman name to determine if any 
previous leads had surfaced regarding this individual. Shortly thereafter, SA Fier 
received a phone call back from Chief Deputy Pearce indicating that Coleman's name had in 
fact been in the computer, in that a lead concerning him was called into the Fargo office 
of the FBI by the North Dakota Bureau of Investigation. In response to that lead, Special 
Agent Jane Turner, who was stationed at Minot, North Dakota, determined that Ernest Coleman 
and a person by the name of William D. Otto were living at 65 Robbinsdale in Minot, North 
Dakota. This is the site of a trailer home. At the time that Agent Turner stopped there 
on October 27, and again on October 28, of 1989, no one was home and she was able to 
letermine that neither party had been around for approximately a week. Further, she 
determined that both Coleman and Otto are truckers and are employed by B&O Trucking, a 
company owned by Gordon Berg, and operated out of Billings, Montana with a phone number of 
406-248-6914. 

6. Based on the report found in the computer file, SA Fier was able to obtain further 
reports indicating that special agents of the FBI eventually interviewed Coleman and Otto 
on January 4, 1990. At that time both parties denied having been in Minnesota on October 
22, 1989, and gave accounts of where trucking activities had lead them at that time. At 
this point in time there seems to be no follow-up verification on the alibi provided by 
Coleman and Otto. 

7. On 1-31-97, and based on the information earlier provided, SA Fier made contact with 
the North Dakota Bureau of Investigation, and with there assistance, was able to fully 
identify William Otto as William Dale Otto, DOB: 3-4-57, SS With this 
information, SA Fier then contacted Cathy Jensen at the North Dakota State penitentiary, 
phone number 701-328-6100. She was able to determine, through prison records, that William 
Otto was received at the North Dakota State Penitentiary from Ward County on 11-20-86 and 
was paroled on 3-1-88. Her records also indicate that he had been in on a earlier occa¬ 
sion, that being 1-4-82 to 10-3-82. Jensen states that his incarceration was due to 
narcotics charges. 

8. Jensen also checked on Ernest Coleman, to which she told SA Fier that he was received 
in prison on January 20, 1986, and served time until April 30, 1989. She states his 
employment in the prison, at that time, was as a kitchen worker. Jensen also determined 
that Coleman and Otto were inmates in the same cell block and would therefore have known 
>ach other. 


9. Based on the information SA Fier had acquired to this point in time, he again spoke 
vith the North Dakota Bureau of Investigation. The parties SA Fier spoke with are Carla 
Johnson and Special Agent Dick Olson. SA Fier advised both of the information he had 
acquired from Montana and of the information he had acquired from the North Dakota State 
Penitentiary. SA Fier learned that the North Dakota BCI had photos of both Coleman and 
Otto and requested that photos be faxed to SA Fier at BCA headquarters in St, Paul. 
Additionally, SA Fier was able to determine a William Otto's current address, is believed 
to be 1015 27th Street S.E., Apartment #65, in Minot, North Dakota. In conversation with 
SA Olson, of the North Dakota BCI, SA Fier advised him of the information and requested 
their agency to verify the address and any other pertinent information concerning Otto 
without alerting him to the fact that law enforcement was interested in him. Additionally, 
SA Fier did fax to SA Olson a flier showing the photograph of Jacob Wetterling as well as 
an artists conception of a possible alleged abductor. It should be noted that the direct 
line to SA Dick Olson at the North Dakota BCI is 701-328-5505. 

10. SA Fier requested the National Center for Missing Children to do a search for all 
missing boys aged 5-15 for 1989. SA Fier spoke with a person by the name of Bud Gaylord 
at that organization who did the search and found one boy classified as an endangered 
runaway out of Colorado. Gaylord was not able to tell SA Fier what agency was handling the 
report on the missing child. The child's name is Robert Winter, and actually disappeared 
on January 20, 1990. 

11. Investigation will continue on this lead and further progress will noted as further 
investigative efforts are made.

DETAILS 

1. On 2/3/97 SA Fier met with the Stearns County Sheriff’s Department and briefed the 
Sheriff, Chief Deputy and Investigators on progress of this investigation. Additionally, 
it was decided that efforts would be initiated to make a determination as to whether ERNEST 
COLEMAN or WILLIAM OTTO had been in the St. Joseph area on October 22, 1989. Additionally, 
efforts would be made to make a determination as to possible locations that COLEMAN and 
OTTO may have stopped at relative to their livestock hauling operation. 

2. SA Fier contacted Dick Olson, who is the Supervising Special Agent for the North Dakota 
BCI at Bismarck and requested original fingerprint cards on ERNEST COLEMAN and WILLIAM 
OTTO. SA Olson agreed that he would send the originals for use by the BCA Lab in comparing 
latent prints recovered on items near the scene. On 2/4/97 did in fact receive those 
prints through FedEx mail and turned the original fingerprint cards into the Lab as well 
as copies of the originals which had arrived on an earlier occasion. Additionally. SA 
Olson agreed that his agency would attempt to secure toll records for 1989 at the residence 
which OTTO and COLEMAN resided at, that being 65 Robbinsdale Trailer Court in Minot, North 
Dakota, with the listed phone number there of 852-1887. This was the number supplied by 
FBI agents during the follow-up investigation in early 1990 and at which time they spoke 
with COLEMAN. 

3. Additionally, SA Olson stated he would try to make contact with Lauren Hedrick who is 
j North Dakota State Probation and Parole Officer located in Minot and who had WILLIAM OTTO 
as-a parolee assigned to him in 1989. 



4. SA Fier made contact with SA McKay of the Montana Bureau of Criminal Investigation at 
the Mineral County Attorney’s Office in Superior, Montana, that number being 406-822-3535. 
McKay at that time gave an additional contact number for the Mineral County Sheriff's 
Office as 406-822-3555. McKay is currently in the process of testifying in a homicide 
trial in that county. 

5. SA McKay stated to SA Fier that his confidential informant who had given the initial 
information on COLEMAN was currently incarcerated in the County Jail in Billings, Montana. 
SA McKay stated it was questionable whether the informant would be transferred to the State 
Penitentiary, as his sentence would expire in April, 1997. SA McKay also said he was not 
certain when COLEMAN would be transferred to the State Penitentiary. SA McKay was asked 
about further details as to the information developed by his informant. McKay states that 
initially he received a letter from the informant, and in that letter his informant 
mentioned the fact that COLEMAN had involved himself in the Wetterling abduction. While 
SA McKay did not have the letter with him and was unable to give exact quotations or 
details, he briefly described the information that he got from his informant, which is that 
COLEMAN indicated his associate in this crime "is the one who got the boys". SA McKay did 
not know what this meant when "boys" was used in the plural, if it meant they actually had 
abducted more than one or if the abduction involved the luring of more than one boy to a 
location. 


6. SA McKay gave a brief description of past offenses and crimes that COLEMAN has been 
involved in. He stated that in 1986 in North Dakota COLEMAN was hauling equipment on a 
truck when he became involved in a sexual assault on a boy. In 1994 in a case that was not 
charged, COLEMAN was hauling cattle to Kalispell, Montana, and at the stockyard, as the 
cattle inspector was looking at his load, COLEMAN molested the inspector’s son. In the 
more recent case which was charged out of Billings, Montana, COLEMAN befriended a brain¬ 
damaged woman and sexually molested her eight-year-old son. It was this incident in which 
he received a 25-year prison sentence for which he is currently awaiting transfer to the 
Montana State Penitentiary. It was also related to SA Fier that during the course of this 
investigation a rolodex containing phone numbers was seized from COLEMAN and may have some 
reference to Minnesota on some of those phone numbers. Additionally, Billings PD may have 
some cell phone records for COLEMAN going back for a few years. 


7. In furtherance of this investigation, SA Fier had left a phone message for SA Dan 
Vierphaler, who is an FBI agent assigned to the Billings office. His phone number is 406- 
248-8487. SA Vierphaler was one of two agents who interviewed COLEMAN in January of 1990 
based on a lead sent to the FBI office by the North Dakota BCI. In a call to SA Vierphaler 
at 4:23 P.M. on 2/3/97, SA Fier spoke with him concerning any further information which he 
may have concerning the interview with COLEMAN and which may not have -been reflected in the 
FBI report. Vierphaler responded that any further information beyond what was in the 
reports would have been forwarded to the Minneapolis office of the FBI and would be 
reflected in the file. He states if there is nothing further that in all likelihood there 
was no further report or verification of the alibi provided by COLEMAN in regards to his 
whereabouts on October 22, 1989. SA Vierphaler was requested by SA Fier to keep the 
information confidential concerning the investigation of COLEMAN in reference to the 
Wetterling kidnapping.

DETAILS 



1. On June 6, 1998. the witness, JUDITH BURKE, spoke with retired Edina Police Officer Ron 
Mundale. She inquired of him, how could she check and see if a relative of hers by marriage 
had been investigated about information she had about the abduction of JACOB WETTERLING. 

2. SA Enger contacted the witness, JUDITH BURKE, and made arrangements to meet with her at her 
home on the evening of June 9, 1998. 

3. On June 9, 1998, SA Don Enger went to 1560 Millpond Court in the city of Chaska and met 
with the witness JUDITH BURKE. This meeting occurred at 6:40 PM. 

4. SA Enger was told by JUDITH BURKE that her brother, THOMAS DALLMAN, was married to TERESA 
DALLMAN. SA Enger further learned that TERESA DALLMAN'S sister is named MARY A. JOSTAD, DOB/ 
04-01-55, and that she was convicted for the murder of KENNETH R. JOSTAD, DOB/ 07-26-63, on 
September 6, 1992, in the county of La Crosse in the State of Wisconsin. 

5. Prior to interviewing JUDITH BURKE, SA Enger contacted Lieutenant Larry Bjerkos, who is 
Supervisor of the Investigative Division of the La Crosse County Sheriff's Office. Lt. Bjerkos 
told SA Enger that the murder occurred when KENNETH JOSTAD came home and was shot by MARY 
JOSTAD. He remembered that this was a domestic abuse situation with a lot of bizarre sexual 
allegations made. He further stated a lot of these allegations were not substantiated. Lt. 

'•kos further stated that he recalled that the defendant, MARY JOSTAD, had not cooperated on 
aavise of her attorney. SA Enger was told by Lt. Bjerkos that his investigator was Mike 
Weisenberger, and that he had handled the investigation, but he was not available at this time, 
as he was on vacation. SA Enger further learned that the County Attorney was Mr. Scott Horn. 
SA Enger spoke with him and learned that there were many allegations of sexual acts and abuse 
that came out in the investigation. Reports were generated that spoke about another murder of 
a woman. The victim, KENNETH JOSTAD, worked at a Lock and Dam somewhere near the Mississippi 
River. Mr. Horn told SA Enger that their file would be available for review by our agency if 
we so desired. 

6. SA Enger, during the course of interviewing JUDITH BURKE, learned that JUDITH BURKE, 
through talking with TERESA DALLMAN, that she, DALLMAN, had been told by her sister, MARY 
JOSTAD, that she had witnessed the murder of child by cutting the child's throat, and that 
KENNETH JOSTAD was a participant in this act, along with another unidentified individual. She 
further stated that KENNETH JOSTAD'S mother, who lives in the Holman, Wisconsin area, still has 
the white puppy of the child victim. 

7. SA Enger was told by JUDITH BURKE that MARY JOSTAD was hypnotized and during that hypnotism 
session, MARY JOSTAD stated that she was told by her husband, KENNETH R. JOSTAD, that he 
abducted JACOB WETTERLING. This hypnotism was reportedly by arrangements by her attorney while 
he was preparing her defense in the upcoming trial for the murder of her husband. At the time 

the WETTERLING abduction, KENNETH JOSTAD was working in the St. Cloud area, and it was 
icported that he drove a brown van. During the time period when all the publicity about the 
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abduction was ongoing, JOSTAD would not go out in public. SA Enger was also told that JOSTAO 
been fired for drinking and smoking, while being employed at a school in the St. Cloud 
a> ea. Evidently, he made threats toward the school official who fired him. 

8. S/A Enger was told by Judith BURKE that Teresa DALLMAN told her that Mary A. JOSTAO had 

discovered her husband, Kenneth R. JOSTAD, orally sodomizing and 

this was a motivating factor in the murder. 

9. SA Enger tape-recorded the interview with JUDITH BURKE in its entirety. This transcribed 
statement will be attached to this report.

At approximately 7:15 AM, on 9/30/99, SSA Fier went to 2344 Aldrich Avenue South and there 
i with Amy Wetterling who then turned the letter in question over to SSA Fier. SSA Fier did 
secure the letter as evidence and it was then transported to the BCA Lab where it will be 
checked for indented writings as well as fingerprints. 

4. In discussing the letter with Amy Wetterling she informed me that one of her roommates, 
Kari Joan Teigen, DOB: 9/20/75, and another roommate named Lynn Lehman, who is 24 years of age, 
may have touched the outside of the envelope. Amy states that she would have been the only one 
to touch the inside pages of the envelope.

She 
describes Polifka as a White male and being at this time in his fifties. She believes Polifka 
is a pharmacist in the Roseville area, and had previously worked at Midway Hospital. He also 
owns Channel 83 Records which did heavy metal rock recordings. One of the groups in particular 
that Cleveland mentioned was a rock group named Morticia. Cleveland states that she attended 
Polifka's party with two other females, namely Amy Gossman, who currently resides in Nebraska 
and whose phone number is 402-533-4567, and Sue Gilmour, whose home phone number is 651-578- 
3165 and her work phone is 651-224-4815. Cleveland went on to state that there was 

roximately 25 people in attendance at this party. Noticeable when she was there, was that 
rolifka had a young male described as about fourteen years of age, who may have been a runaway

t that Polifka was likely a homosexual and a pedophile. 

3. Cleveland states the reason she had contacted Chuck Zacharias was because she is familiar 
with him and had information which relates the Jacob Wetterling. She states that at this 
particular party she attended, Owen Polifka made a comment concerning an aquarium which was 
present in his house. Cleveland describes this aquarium as quite large and had fish, which she 
described as "Oscars”, in it which apparently is a flesh eating fish. Polifka had made a 
comment concerning feeding Jacob Wetterling to the fish in the tank. She states this was the 
only comment made by Polifka concerning Wetterling and believes that this party occurred within 
a short period of time after the kidnap of Jacob Wetterling. 

4. Cleveland describes Polifka as being approximately fifty years old at this time, is short 
in stature, being approximately 5’7" to 5’9" tall, has blond or graying hair, a medium build, 
and is clean shaven. 

5. Cleveland talked about a person named Earl Root, who owns Root Seller Records, and who 
Cleveland believes has more information on Polifka. Cleveland stated that it was her 
impression that Earl Root thought Polifka was a “real creep”. 

6. Cleveland recommended that SSA Fier contact Sue Gilmour for further information because it 
w a s her belief that Gilmour had done more in depth research on Polifka, and may have 

ormation on a cabin which Polifka owned in the St. Joseph area. She also believes that 
Gilmour may have information concerning a vehicle Polifka owned.

Gilmour was advised that SSA Fier had previously 
interviewed Sherri Cleveland and that Cleveland had indicated that Gilmour had information 
relative to Owen Polifka. Gilmour acknowledged that she had accompanied Cleveland to 
Polifka’s party sometime in the Winter of 1989, and while at that party, had overheard Polifka 
state he had cut up Jacob Wetterling and fed him to his "Oscars”, which were the fish Polifka 
had in his aquarium. Gilmour acknowledged that Cleveland was also present at that party, as 
was Amy Gossman. Gilmour indicates that the invitation to Polifka's party was through a 
friend of Cleveland’s by the name of "Tom’ 1 . 

2. Gilmour indicates that "Tom” is a classmate of Sherri Cleveland’s and believes he may be 
a private investigator in the Rochester area at this time. She states that “Tom" lived in a 
room in the basement of Polifka’s and therefore should be very familiar with him. 

Gilmour indicates she had attended two different parties at Polifka’s house and believes 
inat they were possibly in November and December of 1989. She was aware that Jacob Wetterling 
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^ already been kidnaped at the time of the parties. She states that while in attendance at 
party, she noticed two young boys were living with CVen Polifka. She described them as one 
eighteen year old, or approximately 18 years of age, whose name was Brent and whose last name 
was unknown. She also described a young male as being between thirteen and fifteen years of 

age, who also was living with Polifka. She believe^ the two boys were brothers. It was her 
opinion that Polifka was a pedophile. 

4. Gilmour states that in 1990, exact time period unknown, Polifka had tried to date a 
roommate of Gilmour s who had two young boys. It was Gilmour’s opinion that the reason he 
wished to date her roommate was not as having an interest in her roommate, but rather the 
interest in the two young males. She also spoke about a case in which Polifka had shown a lot 

of interest in a divorced mother who lived in his neighborhood, who also had two sons, both 
being quite young in age. 

5. Gilmour spoke about a conversation she had with "Tom”, the classmate of Cleveland, who told 

her during a conversation at a Country Kitchen Restaurant in January, 1990, that while living 

with Polifka, he had went to Polifka’s desk to look for some records. During that search, he 
found a photo album which had nude photos of young males, which included the two earlier 
described as Brent and his younger brother. "Tom” told Gilmour that shortly after that he moved 
out of the home, as did a young female stripper who also was living in the house at that time. 

6 Gilmour states that in doing some research on Polifka, she believes he lives at 900 

ndview Avenue East in Roseville, and has a phone number of 484-4195, and may also have a 

listing for 481-3995. Gilmour also states that she believes Polifka was driving a light 
colored hippy type van back in 1989, and that he may have owned a cabin near the town of Sauk 
Center and on a river there. She also spoke about Polifka being a producer of records for the 
band named Morticia. It was her belief that Polifka was able to obtain drugs for the band 
members because of his position as a pharmacist at Midway Hospital. 

7. Gilmour advised SSA Fier to contact Cleveland to fully identify the “Tom” she had spoken 
about as being the contact for the party at Polifka’s, as well as living with Polifka.

His father had poor health and it is Matthew 
Bridgeman’s opinion that his father Virgil could not have possibly carried a young boy into the 
house and down the ladder into the basement area. Bridgeman provided receipts of building 
materials that were primarily dated for the fall of 1988. 
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^ Additionally, at the time of October of 1989, the basement floor had previously been poured. 
Bridgeman had videotape indicating that the floor had been poured prior to June 4, 1989. 

4 Bridgeman said that other individuals helping during that time period were his wife, Jan 
Bridgeman, and a young teenager they hired that they only know by the name of JB. 

5. Documents reveal that the remodeling of the home at 208 Elm Road, Wyoming, Minnesota 
occurred in the fall of 1988 and the early spring of 1989. The floor was poured concrete at the 

time in which Dolezal indicated he suspected Virgil Bridgeman of burying something in the 
basement.

1. Swanson is the sister of our subject, HOLMBERG. Investigators wished to speak with 
SWANSON to obtain background information on H0LM8ERG. On December 18, 2001,a t 9:55 
a.m., S/A McDonald and Detective Jensen met with SWANSON at the Shakopee Womens' 
Prison, Shakopee, Minnesota. Investigators explained to SWANSON that they are investigating 
her brother, HOLMBERG, as a subject in the disappearance of WETTERLING. It was explained 
to SWANSON that investigators were speaking to her as a witness and even though she was in a 
correctional facility, she could get up and leave at any time. SWANSON understood and agreed 
to speak with investigators. 

2. SWANSON was in disbelief that her brother, HOLMBERG, would have anything to do with the 
disappearance of WETTERLING. Swanson agreed that at times, HOLMBERG did have a violent 
temper; however, she did not believe he could be involved in abduction and kidnapping. 








n SWANSON said that in October of 1989, she believed HOLMBERG was driving a little rod car, 
two door with a manual transmission. She recalled that he purchased it at Rush City Auto. 
SWANSON said that their family does not have any land around the St. Cloud, St. Joseph, or 
Stearns County area. She confirmed that the individual HOLMBERG would visit in the Lichfield 
area was herself, but she did not move there until 1995. In 1989 she lived in Hinckley, 
Minnesota, therefore, nobody that she knows of was living in Litchfield in 1989. The only other 
land she could think of was that of her parents who owned approximately 40 acres of land near 
Ducksberry, Wisconsin. 

4. SWANSON described her brother as having a full beard and moustache in 1989. When 
questioned about firearms, she believed her father gave HOLMBERG one roughly in the time 
period. However, they were not pistols but believed it was a deer rifle. When questioned about 
other friends or associates, SWANSON believed that HOLMBERG had a friend by the name of 
Larry, last name unknown that lived in the Rush City, Minnesota, area. 

5. SWANSON said that other relatives and family might not be real receptive when being 
questioned about HOLMBERG. The only other individual that may provide information would be 
her brother who lives in Colorado.

1. On 12-18-01 at 1:00 p.m. SA McDonald and Detective Jensen met with HOLMBERG at the 
Stillwater Correctional Facility in Bayport, Minnesota. A covert audio recording was run by SA 
McDonald. 

2. Without any questioning, Investigators confirmed that HOLMBERG could read adequately and 
requested that he read a letter that would explain why we wanted to interview him, 
HOLMBERG was given a letter written by Patty Wetterling entitled "To the man who took 
Jacob". HOLMBERG began reading the letter and it was noted that his breathing did become 
heavier and his face became flushed. Upon completing the letter HOLMBERG set the letter 
down and commented something to the effect okay, what does this have to do with me? 

3. SA McDonald did read HOLMBERG his Miranda Statement of Rights at which time 
HOLMBERG said he understood and agreed to speak with Investigators. H0LM8ERG 
denied having any involvement with the disappearance of Wetterling. When questioned on 
his background, HOLMBERG said that he was married to his first wife, Judith, between 
November 30, 1974 and April 1980. On July 3, 1984 HOLMBERG married Barbara Titus and 
that marriage lasted until approximately 1988 or 1989. In September 1989 HOLMBERG 
moved in with Joann Backus in Rush City. He believes that he was working at a metal 
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company in Cambridge, Minnesota. HOLMBERG confirmed that he worked at Plastex 
however felt he had moved on to the metal company in October of 1989. 

4. During that time period, HOLMBERG believed he drove a maroon four-door car that belonged 
to Joann. HOLMBERG denied having any relatives or friends with any land in the St. Cloud - 
Stearns County area. 

5. When informed that an informant had indicated that HOLMBERG confessed to the abduction 
of WETTERLING in approximately 1990 period, HOLMBERG denied that indicating that they 
inmate more than likely wanted some type of deal in return. It was explained to HOLMBERG 
that this particular inmate did not wish to have any favors as a result of this information. 
HOLMBERG adamantly denied that he had ever told anyone that he was involved with the 
disappearance of Wetterling. 

6. The cassette tape containing the audio recording between SA McDonald, Detective Jensen 
and HOLMBERG will not be transcribed at this time. The cassette tape will be kept in the 
Stearns County Sheriffs Department evidence room.

DUGAN said that HOLMBERG implicated himself 
as the individual that took Jacob WETTERLING and provided some details 
that he took him off a bicycle. HOLMBERG had commented that while he was 
putting Jacob in the car, Jacob hit his nose and bleed inside his car. 
WETTERLING was supposed to have been taken to a friend of HOLMBERG's 
named Lois Louis and buried on the LOUIS ranch, unknown where this 
property is at. 

4. DUGAN said that immediately after obtaining this information from 

HOLMBERG, he did tell . It was his belief that this information was 

investigated by the FBI or perhaps local detectives. See attached 
transcribed copy of phone conversation for details. 

5. A follow up will be done to determine if the vehicle in which 

HOLMBERG was driving at that time period can be located. Additionally, 

a second check will be done to see if there is any records within the 

correctional facility that may indicate DUGAN relayed this information 
back in 1990. 

6 . On January 10, 2 002, S/A McDonald received a phone call and 

subsequent message from Jessie GARRISON. GARRISON indicated that she is 
the sister to Edward DUGAN. DUGAN had called GARRISON indicating that if 
authorities contact him via phone at the transfer center again, go 

through Miss Jessie, as DUGAN had some concerns of other individuals not 

keeping information confidential. GARRISON said that if there are any 
additional questions, her phone number is 614-759-7029.

1. On 11-26-02, SA’s Fier and Hansen went to the Jostad residence to conduct an inten/iew 
with Mary Agnes Jostad. This interview was based on a previous phone call to SSA Fier 
from Jostad requesting an opportunity to talk with BCA agents concerning suspicions she 
had concerning her deceased husband who, during the course of the interview, she admitted 
she had murdered in 1990. Jostad also indicated during the course of the interview that she 
had served nine years in prison for the murder of her husband, being released on 1-8-02 
from prison. Jostad also indicated that she resides at 6309 James Avenue South with her 

twin sister, Teresa Dallman, and her husband. 

2 It should also be noted that previous interviews have been conducted concerning this 
information. (Refer to reports dated 6-9-98 by SA Don Enger.) 

3. Jostad stated her deceased husband's name was Kenneth Robert Jostad, DOB: 7-23, either 
1962 or 1963. (She was not certain of the year). Jostad states she and her deceased 
husband lived in the Gaylesville, Wisconsin area at the time she killed him. Jostad went on 
to state the reason she killed her husband was that he was putting pills in her coffee, which 
she believes were date-rape type of drugs. 

&I705 
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4. When asked why she suspected her deceased husband of being involved in the Wetterling 
abduction, Jostad stated that her husband was a part of a devil worship cult. Also she thinks 
he had worked construction in the St Cloud area, as well as several other areas within the 
state of Minnesota. Her belief is that he built pole barns and worked for a friend of his who 
had a construction company erecting these pole barns. When Jostad was asked what the 
name of the construction company was or who the owner was she stated she could not recall 
the names. Also she did not know when he worked in the St. Cloud area. 

5. Names which Jostad mentioned relative to the devil worship cult were a man named Shawn 
and his wife, Vikkre Dokken and Gordon Helguson, who are still residing in the Gaylesville, 

Wisconsin area. She also stated that Shawn, his wife and Vikkre Dokken are still living in the 
Abrahams Coulee vicinity near Gaylesville. 

6. Other items of information provided by Jostad included that her niece, Becky Bosworth, who 

is now remarried to a man named Glen, who Jostad could not recall the last name of, may 

have been a witness to a triple homicide in the La Crosse, Wisconsin area. Additionally, 

Jostad states she has memories of her deceased husband having conversations with his 

friends and the name of Jacob Wetterling being mentioned. She also said that Jacob 

Wetterling’s name was mentioned in the context that her deceased husband and his friends 
killed him. 

7. Jostad stated that though her recollection is very vague of the memories that she talked 
about, she felt that her parents, mentioned earlier in this report, as well as a brother, Robert 
Giertych, who know lives in Wyoming, would have better recollection and may be able to 
further substantiate some of the information that Jostad talked about. Additionally, she 
stated that if investigators wanted to go to her former residence near Gaylesville, they would 

find a root cellar, which she has suspicions there may be a body buried in it. She could not 
elaborate further on this. 

8. Jostad states that she is still on parole and her parole officer in Minnesota is Charlie Eck, 
phone number: 612-348-4089. SSA Fier has not contacted Charlie Eck concerning Jostad 
and/or the information she has provided regarding this investigation.

DETAILS 

1. Investigators had previously invited RASSIER into the Stearns County Sheriff’s Department for an 
interview on 2-7-04 at 2:00 PM. RASSIER did voluntarily arrive at the Stearns County Sheriff’s 
Office. Investigators advised RASSIER that he was not under arrest and did not have to answer 
questions if he did not wish to. RASSIER said he understood and agreed to speak with 
investigators. The interview lasted approximately two hours and was audio/video recorded, along 
with a separate audio recording. 

2. It was explained to RASSIER that the unknown vehicle that turned around in his driveway the 

evening of October 22, 1989, close to the time of the Jacob Wetterling abduction, had now been 
properly identified and eliminated. Now that the vehicle has been properly identified and 
eliminated, SA McDonald and Captain Jensen explained to RASSIER that certain parts of the 
case have been recently reviewed. Those included listening to the original 911 tape on October 
22, 1989, reviewing the hypnotic interview of one of the youths that were with 

Wetterling at the time of the abduction, and reviewing the hypnotic interview of RASSIER himself 
shortly after the abduction. All the information reviewed had originally been documented within 
one to two weeks of the abduction. 

3. SA McDonald and Captain Jensen reviewed the hypnotic interview with RASSIER to refresh his 
memory. The primary objective of the hypnotic interview was to see if more detailed information 









about the vehicle that turned around in RASSIER’S driveway could be learned from RASSIER. 
The interview did go through the activities RASSIER did on the day of 10-22-89. Investigators 
viewed the interview with the new concept that the vehicle had been eliminated. There appeared 
to be comments and reactions by RASSIER that brought attention to investigators. 

4. Some of those actions or comments are the following. RASSIER would list in detail his activities 
throughout the day. In the evening hours, RASSIER indicated he was typing out cards getting 
ready for a class, which would be the following Monday morning. This planning for school had to 
be perfect and it made him feel good. During the period in which Jacob was abducted RASSIER 
said he lost track of time, made no phone calls, and was in a time warp. 

5. When the vehicle came into his driveway on the evening of 10-22-89. RASSIER said that he first 
became aware of it by his dog, Smoky, barking. He looked out the upstairs window and knew a 
vehicle was coming prior to the vehicle coming into view. At this point during the hypnotic 
interview RASSIER begins crying. RASSIER said he ran from room to room to watch the vehicle. 
RASSIER was very upset and notably shaking when he was discussing this. RASSIER made the 
comment that if the perpetrator wanted Jacob he would have gotten him eventually. In addition, 
when this vehicle went up the driveway and turned around RASSIER believed it might be the 
abductor. He talks about that he may have seen Jacob with a flashlight as cars went by. When 
the car leaves, Smoky quits barking and RASSIER goes to bed. 

6. The next thing RASSIER recalls is hearing Smoky bark again. He jumps up, looks out his 
window, and sees spotlights down by his woodpile. RASSIER commented that he was very 
nervous and could not get dressed and indicated he was very scared and was in big trouble. 
Investigators pointed out to RASSIER that the period in which the vehicle turned around in his 
driveway and that the squad cars came up looking around the woodpile, was a very short time 
period. Investigators questioned whether he was so nervous that he could not get dressed from 
being in bed or the fact that he was changing his clothing. RASSIER denied that he was changing 
his clothing and indicated that he was in bed. 

7. RASSIER at one time said he called 911 and spoke with dispatch and learned that a boy had 
been abducted. He said that Smoky kept barking at the lights and he could not sleep. He was 
wondering why law enforcement were not looking in the out buildings. He did go out and speak 
with them briefly. At that time, RASSIER said he went back and looked at the tree house. 
RASSIER commented that Smoky does bark when someone comes in towards the end of the 
driveway. When investigators pointed out that when the vehicle had turned around in the 
driveway, Wetterling had already been abducted. If there is activity at the end of the driveway and 
Smoky barks, why was Smoky not barking at the time of their abduction? RASSIER did not 
provide a definite answer, however looked at photographs, and indicated that Smoky would bark 
more up towards the woodpile then down towards the end of the driveway. 

8. During the hypnotic interview he was asked if he ever knew Jacob. RASSIER indicated no and 
then began crying again indicating he didn’t think he would do this.: During the interview 
RASSIER’s emotions were stable during the questioning of the vehicle or where he was during 
the earlier parts of the day. During the period in which Jacob was abducted, he did begin crying 
and shaking. He recovered during a period of time during other questionings. When asked about 
Jacob again, he began crying again. 

9. SA McDonald and Captain Jensen also summarized the interview with to RASSIER. 

It was pointed out that when Jacob Wetterling, rode their 
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bikes to the convenience store that it was not on a regular basis. In addition, very few people 
knew that they were going to do it on the evening of October 22, 1989. said that 

when they drove by the RASSIER driveway, they heard some rustling in the weeds. It startled all 
three boys and they rode their bikes and scooter faster. On the way back from the convenience 
store they were carrying a flashlight. As they approached the RASSIER driveway, 
said his first sense of the abductor was that he heard someone walking down the RASSIER 
driveway on the gravel road. The abductor appeared from the gravel road and stopped them. He 
looked up the driveway and saw no vehicle. There was no dog barking at the time. The 
commands of the abductor were very precise. The boys had to answer in a certain order. After 
Jacob was taken, the boys ran across the field towards the residences and stopped after a 
distance. When they looked back they saw no vehicle. It was pointed out to RASSIER that it was 
the investigators opinion that the abductor came from the RASSIER farm and no vehicle was 
used. It was also pointed out to RASSIER that it was the investigators opinion that whoever 
abducted Jacob had to have been from the area, providing examples of their trip to the store not 
being routine and the activity of vehicles along the road back and forth nor any other vehicles 
parked along the road on 91 st Avenue. 

10. It was also pointed out that while reviewing the 911 tape, although the dispatchers were 
attempting to solicit information from the boys, some of the questions might have been somewhat 
leading. For example, when asked if the abductor had a raspy voice, the boys would answer yes. 

11. Upon pointing out some of these facts and others to RASSIER, he was accused of taking Jacob 
Wetterling. RASSIER did not have much of a reaction to that. RASSIER would respond by 
indicating it must have been the vehicle that turned around earlier in the afternoon. 

12. RASSIER admitted that if he did take Jacob he would have had plenty of time and locations to 
dispose of him on the farm.: He felt law enforcement did make mistakes by not searching his 
place until approximately four or five days after the abduction. When talking about law 
enforcement and their mistakes, it was SA McDonald and Captain Jensen’s opinion that he seem 
to be enjoying the conversation and smirking. This is a summary of the interview. See attached 
copy of transcribed statement for details. Additionally, see audio and video recordings for further 
details.

On 05-07-04 a phone call was received by SSA Fier from Julie Stave concerning information she has 

concerning the Wetterling abduction. Prior contacts with Stave have resulted in the determination 

t she has suffered from mental instability over a period of years. 

PERSONNEL ASSIGNED 

SSA Dennis J. Fier, MNBCA 

DETAILS 

1. On 05-07-04 SSA Fier received a phone call from Julie Marie Stave at his office at which time 
Stave indicated that she had certain information concerning the Wetterling abduction. She 
went on to give a brief explanation that she believed a vegetable vendor in the Long Lake, 
Minnesota area resembled a composite relating to the investigation of the disappearance of 
Jacob Wetterling. 

2. During the course of this conversation it was agreed that Stave would mail a hand written 
letter to SSA Fier explaining her thoughts on the identification she mentioned in the phone 
conversation. 

3. SSA Fier did in fact receive a hand written letter consisting of two pages of hand written 
material signed by Julie M. Stave. This letter in essence reflects the conversation SSA Fier 
had with Stave on the phone. 

4. It should be noted that SSA Fier has had numerous contacts with Stave over a number of 
years which were initiated when SSA Fier identified Stave as an author of a hand written letter 
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to the Wetterling family several years back. Stave at that time was instructed to mail any 
further letters she felt she needed to write to SSA Fier for review. It should be noted that self 
admittedly Stave has some mental health problems. 

5. Attached to this report will be the hand written two-page letter received by SSA Fier 
from Stave.

DETAILS 

1. In January 2005 the Superior Police Department in Wisconsin received a letter from Nelson in 
which she was expressing her concerns involving a neighbor of hers, GUSTAFSON, that may 
be involved in the Jacob Wetterling abduction. In the letter, Nelson felt that GUSTAFSON may 
be a suspect in this case because he matches the description of the composite and drove a 
van in 1989. Nelson also had suspicions of GUSTAFSON because his van had a special 
feature that the vehicle would not start unless a person with a certain weight was sitting in the 
front seat. See attached copy of letter for details. 

2. After numerous attempts to contact Nelson, SA McDonald spoke with her on 3-2-05. Nelson 
explained to SA McDonald that her primary concerns about GUSTAFSON were described 
within her letter, and that she did not have any additional information. SA McDonald 
questioned Nelson if she had any knowledge of GUSTAFSON being in the St. Cloud area in 
1989. Nelson was unsure if he was. Nelson indicated that GUSTAFSON did go to the VA 
Hospital in Superior, Wisconsin, and it is possible that he may have gone to the one in St. 
Cloud. 








3. With the assistance of Assistant Chief Campbell, GUSTAFSON was identified as PHILIP A. 
GUSTAFSON of Poplar, Wisconsin. Assistant Chief Campbell ran numerous records in 
Wisconsin, including a criminal history, which GUSTAFSON has no criminal record or contact 
with law enforcement. Campbell indicated that he talked to the Postmaster of Poplar, 
Wisconsin, who is a good friend of GUSAFSON. The Postmaster described GUSTAFSON as 
a very kind person and had no reason to believe that GUSTAFSON would be involved in any 
type of criminal activity, especially kidnapping children. 

4. SA McDonald believes that there is insufficient evidence and/or circumstances to pursue 
GUSTAFSON as a suspect any further at this time.

1. On 06-25-06 at 9:55 AM, SA McDonald met with Lee in the Steam’s County Jail and obtained 
a digitally recorded statement. Lee wished to provide some information in regards to the 
abduction of Wetterling. In exchange for Lee’s information, he wanted some consideration on 
pending charges and sentencing he has in various cases throughout Minnesota and North 
Dakota. His criminal activity includes property crimes, some of which include sixty, days in 
Pipestone County for check forgery, DWI in Detroit Lakes, MN and a warrant for non-sufficient 
fund checks out of Cass County, North Dakota. Lee also wanted help obtaining a valid 
driver’s license. SA McDonald made no promises however indicated that if they are property 
crimes and information led to the recovery of Wetterling, there is a strong possibility these 
cases could be reviewed and offers made. 

2. Lee said that he was incarcerated with Chad May. (Lee provided a description and how to 
find him). May knew an individual by the name of Rob Darling out of the Brainerd area. 
Darling had told May that his uncle and brother were the individuals that may have taken 
Jacob Wetterling and that he may be buried on their property. May could not provide details 
as to where this property was located. However, did indicate that a casino in perhaps the 
State of Minnesota is interested in the property for expansion. See attached copy of Lee’s 
transcribed statement for complete details. 
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3. Follow up in interviewing May will be conducted by Detective Dan Winkels of the Steam’s 
County Sheriffs Department. See his report for details.

residence in Crosby, MN. , and obtained a verbal statement from her. 

PERSONNEL ASSIGNED 

MN BCA SA Kenneth McDonald and Steam’s County Sheriff’s Detective Dan Winkels 

DETAILS 

1. On 07-25-06 at 10:30 AM, SA McDonald and Detective Winkels met with Ramona at her 
residence in Crosby, MN. Investigators explained to Ramona they were investigating an old 
case and wished to request some information on the background of her family. Ramona 
acknowledged that she was the biological mother of Rob and Mike Darling. She did not know 
the current address for Mike Darling and indicated Rob Darling was currently in treatment in 
Duluth, MN. 
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2. Her ex-husband is Rodney Darling and lives near Rush City. 

3. Investigators questioned if they had ever lived on some acreage north of Palisade. Ramona 
indicated that when she was married to Rodney they had some land in Palisade. They had 
left there between 1984 and 1985. The property owned was approximately two acres and is 
currently east of address 52985 Great River Road in Palisade, MN. 

4. Investigators questioned Ramona if there was any property that she was aware of that a 
casino or perhaps the State of MN was interested in buying. Ramona said that her son Mike 
Darling purchased some land that was once owned by Clinton T. Darling, north on 35N out of 
Rush City near Rock Creek. She is aware that her son Mike currently owns that and perhaps 
a casino is interested in buying the land. 

5 Investigators inquired if Rodney Darling had any contacts with the St. Cloud area. Ramona 
indicated that he was an over the road truck driver and perhaps could have travelled through 
the St. Cloud area. Ramona also indicated that her son Rob at one time travelled with 
Rodney in over the road truck driving. She believed that time frame in which he did this was 
between 1989 and 1990.

Robert Darling. 

PERSONNEL ASSIGNED

DETAILS 

1. On 8-1-06, at 11:00 AM, SA McDonald and Detective Winkels met with Darling and his 
attorney, Villa, at the US Courthouse in Duluth, Minnesota, and obtained a recorded 
statement. Robert Darling told investigators that the majority of the information he was going 
to provide was obtained from his brother, Mike Darling. In approximately the year 2000, 
Michael Darling told Robert Darling that he believed his family was involved in a paedophile 
ring. Robert Darling indicated that his grandmother’s husband, Roger McKinnon, would either 

buy children from families and rent them to richer families, or abduct children and use them as 
sexual victims. 

2. Robert Darling had the theory that perhaps some of these children were later killed and buried 
on Walter McKinnon’s farm located north of Rush City north of Interstate 35. 
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3. Robert Darling said that Walter McKinnon may have violated and 

perhaps See attached copy of transcribed statement for details. 

4. Follow up interview with Michael Darling to determine where this source of information came 
from in regards to his family being involved in a paedophile ring.

RASSIER was observed by law enforcement from October 15 through October 19 of 2007 to obtain 
a better understanding of his daily activities. r 

PERSONNEL ASSIGNED 

MN BCA SA's Kenneth McDonald, Dale Russell, Paul Soppeland, Steve Parshall, Mark Kempe and 
SSA Susan Linkenmeyer. 

DETAILS 

1. Previously in this investigation it was determined that RASSIER should be followed over an 
extended period of time to obtain a better understanding of his personal daily activities and/or 
habits. It was predetermined that law enforcement would follow him from the time he left his 
residence in the morning until he went to bed on the dates of October 15 through October 19, 
2007. Investigators from the Stearns County Sheriffs Department along with agents from the 
Minnesota BCA would conduct this surveillance. Investigators from the Stearns County 
Sheriffs Department would follow RASSIER from the time he left in the morning until 3:00 
P.M. Agents from the Minnesota BCA would follow RASSIER from 3:00 P.M. until he returned 
home and the lights were turned off at his residence. The Stearns County Sheriffs 
Department will document their observations and activities, see that report for details. 

2. On 10-15-07, Agents Kempe, Linkenmeyer, Soppeland, Russell and McDonald began their 
surveillance at 2:00 P.M. RASSIER was currently at the Rocori Elementary School, his place 
of employment. At 6:00 P.M. it was noted that the majority of the vehicles had left the parking 
lot and RASSIER could be observed near the band room with some students. It is believed 
that he provides music lessons after school hours. At 7:00 P.M. there was only two vehicles 
left in the parking lot, one of which is RASSIER’s vehicle bearing Minnesota license plate 
HGA 273 and one blue van bearing Minnesota license plate TCM 503. At 7:30 P.M. it was 
noted that the blue van left, therefore RASSIER’s vehicle was the only vehicle left in the 
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parking lot. 7:42 P.M. RASSIER left the parking lot alone and traveled northeast on Stearns 
County Road 2 towards St. Joseph, Minnesota. RASSIER’s vehicle did go to St. Joseph on 
County Road 2, upon going into St. Joseph took a right heading south on College Avenue. 
RASSIER pulled into the St. Joseph Township Town Hall at 8:00 P.M. and parked and went 
in. At 9:30 P.M., RASSIER left the Town Hall meeting traveled north on College Avenue, east 
on Minnesota and south on 16 th Avenue to his residence. At 10:00 P.M., the house went dark 
and surveillance was discontinued. 

3. On 10/16/07, agents assigned were Russell, Soppeland, Parshall and McDonald. 

Surveillance began at the Rocori Elementary School at 3:10 P.M. It was noted at 7:00 P.M. 
there were still many vehicles within the parking lot and lots of activity at the elementary 
school. At 9:07 P.M., all the vehicles had left the parking lot except for RASSIER’s and one 
other, MN plate NVM 025. At 9:20 P.M., RASSIER is observed talking to an individual who is 
believed to be the janitor. The janitor’s vehicle is possibly MN plate RAJ 959. There was one 
other parked around to the back of the school which is believed to be a school vehicle MN 
plate UCL 331. At 10:00 P.M., RASSIER’s leaves the school alone, travels home on County 
Road 2, east on Minnesota Avenue in St. Joseph and south on 16 th Avenue to his residence 
arriving home at 10:15 P.M. At 10:30 P.M. the surveillance was discontinued. 

4. On 10/17/07, agents assigned were Russell, Soppeland and McDonald. Began their 
observations of RASSIER’s vehicle at 3:00 P.M. in which he was parked at the Rocori 
Elementary School. At 5:30 P.M. it was noted that RASSIER’s vehicle and one other is in the 
parking lot. Between 7:00 P.M. and 8:11 P.M. it is noted that kids are in the band room, it is 
believed he is possibly giving music lessons. At 8:11 P.M. the final two students leave the 
elementary school. At 8:20 P.M., RASSIER is observed loading what appears to be band 
equipment into his vehicle. At 8:21 P.M., RASSIER leaves the elementary school and travels 
towards St. Josephs, Minnesota on County Road 2. Upon coming into St. Joseph, Minnesota 
he takes the north entrance into St. Benedicts College. He is observed traveling through the 
winding roads within the university and parking in lot number 14. He carries what appears to 
be band equipment into Petters Auditorium. RASSIER is not followed within the buildings. At 
10:30 R.M., Agent Soppeland enters the Petters Auditorium attempting to locate RASSIER 
and does not observe him. Agent Soppeland does not go down into the basement portion of 
the auditorium. At 11:19 P.M., RASSIER is observed leaving lot 14. He is followed through 
the university exits onto College Avenue, heads north on College Avenue to Minnesota, right 
heading east on Minnesota Avenue to 16 th Avenue, south on 16 th Avenue to his residence. 

The residence is observed until 11:45 P.M. at which time surveillance is discontinued. 

5. On 10/18/07, agents assigned are Russell, Kempe, Soppeland and McDonald. The 
surveillance begins at 3:00 P.M. where investigators from Stearns County Sheriffs 
Department are observing him at the Midtown Square, which is located on 33 rd Avenue and 
Division in St. Cloud. At 3:08 P.M., RASSIER leaves the Midtown Square and travels west on 
Division to Mills Fleet Farm where he pulls into the gas stalls and fuels his vehicle. At 3:18 
P.M., RASSIER’s vehicle leaves and heads west on County Road 75 towards St. Joseph, 
Minnesota. RASSIER’s vehicle does travel west on 75 to Baker Street to 16 th Avenue, south 
to his residence arriving at 3:28 P.M. 

6. At 7:45 P.M., RASSIER's vehicle leaves his residence traveling north on 16 th Avenue, west on 
Minnesota, south on College and enters the west entrance of St. Benedicts University, travels 
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to Lot 14 and parks, arriving at 7:50 P.M. He leaves his vehicle with two items in his hands 
believed to be band instruments. Agents Russell and Kempe follow RASSIER on foot into 
Petters Auditorium. He is observed to go downstairs and initially speak with somebody in an 
office. The name on the office is Dale White. RASSIER then begins playing his band 
instrument with other individuals. There are approximately six other individuals described as 
a brass ensemble by Agent Russell. RASSIER is not continually watched and agents return 
to their vehicles. At 9:30 P.M., RASSIER is observed leaving the auditorium, getting into his 
vehicle. Traveled back out of the university to College Avenue, north on College, east on 
Minnesota and south on 16 th Avenue to his residence. He was observed until 10:15 in which 
the lights went out and surveillance was discontinued. 

7. On 10/19/07, agents assigned were Soppeland, Kempe and McDonald. Investigators from 
Stearns County Sheriffs Department were observing RASSIER near Midtown Mall in St. 
Cloud, 33 rd Avenue and Division. RASSIER travels on 3 rd Street northeast across St. Cloud 
hooking up with East St. Germain. RASSIER turns left heading north on 6 th Avenue into 
Phillips Recycling on East St. Germain in St, Cloud arriving at 3:00 P.M. At 3:25 P.M., 
RASSIER's vehicle leaves the Phillips Recycling heading south on 6 th Avenue then west on 
East St. Germain, turning right on 12 th Avenue then left on 3 rd Street North heading west to 
33 rd Avenue in which he made a left hand turn heading south on 33 rd Avenue. The vehicle 
then pulls into the U.S. Bank which is located on 33 rd Avenue and 1 st Street North in St. 

Cloud. RASSIER parks on the east side of the bank and retrieves an unknown object from 
the trunk. He then enters the U.S. Bank. At 3:45 P.M., he leaves the U.S. Bank and travels a 
short distance west on 1 st Street North pulling into the Midtown Square parking lot. In which 
he parks on the northwest side of the Midtown Square. At 5:00 P.M., RASSIER is seen 
leaving the Midtown Square parking lot heading north to 1 st Street North. At this point contact 
is lost with RASSIER. RASSIER is not observed again until 6:30 P.M. when he is traveling 
west on County Road 75 coming into the St. Joseph, Minnesota area. RASSIER makes a left 
hand turn onto Baker and then south on 16 th Avenue arrivina at his residence at 6:34 P.M. 

His vehicle remains at the residence until 9:00 P.M. at which time surveillance was 
discontinued. See Stearns County Sheriffs Department reports for further details.

Avenue, St.’Joseph, Minnesota 56374. SA McDonald requested days of 1-1-2008 for thirty days 

thereafter. 

2 On 12-4-07, SA McDonald received a notice from the U. S. Postal Inspection Service indicating that 
the request for the mail cover had been approved. It is referenced there the U. S. Postal Inspection 
Service number 0135205-00. The request was granted for DANIEL RASSIER of 29748 91 s Avenue, 
St. Joseph, Minnesota for the date beginning 12-11-07 through 1-9-08, The notice also indicated that 
upon receiving the documents they could not be photographed/photocopied, could be used only for 
investigative purposes, and must be returned within sixty days after the last documents were received. 

3. SA McDonald contacted Eva Kennedy, representative from the United States Postal Inspection 
Service. SA McDonald inquired if the information provided by the U. S. Postal Inspection Service 
could be documented in a report, however not photocopied. Kennedy indicated that the information 
could be documented in a police report, however not photocopied, SA McDonald did receive three 
separate packages from the U. S. Postal Inspection Service which contained photocopies of a mail 
received at the RASSIER residence bearing the allotted dates.

1. On 12-13-07, at 7:30 PM, SA McDonald received a page to call back Snyder in regards to a 
Wetterling lead. SA McDonald called Snyder and obtained a verbal statement via phone. 

Snyder indicated her sister is Lonna Lilienfeld, whom is a narcotics user and is homeless in 
Minneapolis. She does not have a cell phone and the only time Snyder has contact with her 
is if Lilienfeld happens to stop by Snyder’s residence. 

2. Snyder indicated that on the evening of 12-12-07, Lilienfeld did stop by her residence. 

Lilienfeld told Snyder that she knows two men that are invol ved in the abduction of Jacob 
Wetterling. The first person is an individual only known as©EHB583I!l; the second individuals 
name is unknown at this time. 

3. SA McDonald inquired of Snyder if he could meet with Lilienfeld to obtain additional 
information in regards to this investigation. Snyder indicated that she has no way of reaching 
Lilienfeld and would have to contact SA McDonald when Lilienfeld comes to her residence. 
Snyder requested of SA McDonald that he does not call her home or cell number for fear that 
someone may learn that she is reporting this to law enforcement. Snyder indicated that she 
would contact SA McDonald when Lilienfeld is available at her residence. SA McDonald 

bjnoi 
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provided Snyder with his telephone numbers. SA McDonald did not find a record of Lilenfeld 
to properly identify her. As of 1-14-08, Snyder has not contacted SA McDonald. 

4. Investigation continues.

There was a time in 1990 when was in 

the St Cloud area and did not want to go out in public because he thought he resembled the 
composite.

said that in 1989 would have been living on Lake Marion near Lakeville, 

Minnesota. He worked for Lakeville Flooring and it is possible that he did do some installs in 
the St Cloud area. 

4. said that she met in the summer of 1990. They dated and in the summer of 

1991 they were married and she moved in with him on his lake home on Lake Marion. 

5. indicated that she had two sons that were teenagers when she and . were 

married. She saw no type of pedophile behavior in regards to , however, he was cruel 

to her children and she believed that he was mentally unstable. 

6. said that she’s not real positive that employment was named Lakeville 

mooring. The company closed in 1991 and the owner is retired. She cannot recall the 
owner’s name. 

7. Other than the time in 1990 when and were in the St Cloud area and he did 

not wish to go out in public because he thought he matched the description of the composite, 

had never made any admissions or comments that he was involved with the 
abduction of Jacob Wetterling. 

8. SA McDonald checked local law enforcement records in regards to dating back from 

1989 to the present and negative contact was found. SA McDonald queried name 

in Crimnet, along with running a criminal history, with negative contact. SA McDonald could 
not find any connection with to the St Cloud area other than the possibilities that he 

worked for the flooring company that may have done flooring in the St Cloud area. 

9. There were numerous composites presented during this investigation. At this point their merit 

is limited. SA McDonald could not find any documents that has spoken with 

representatives from MN BCA in the past. At this point in the investigation the information will 
be documented, however, pursuing as a suspect will not be conducted at this time 

due to the fact that he has no criminal history or any indication he can be tied to the St Cloud 
area. 

10. On 1-9-08, SA McDonald turned the photographs presented by over to Detective 

-Bafl MIMes fof the Stearns County Sheriffs Office. They were also made aware of the 
information provided and will receive a copy of this report, along with the letter 

written by . Note: also mentions another abduction that occurred in Cold 

Spring area, which is being investigated by the Stearns County Sheriffs Office. This 
information will also be turned over to the Stearns County Sheriffs Office and left under their 
judgment if they wish to follow up on the separate investigation.

1. On 1-8-08, SA McDonald received a copy of a letter that was originally written to Governor Pawlenty 
on December 17, 2007 from Avenbach. The letter is expressing concerns over Avenbach’s property 
being repossessed by the State, along with providing information in regards to the disappearance of 
Jacob Wetterling. 

2. SA McDonald attempted numerous times to make contact with Avenbach via phone with negative 
success. On 1-11-08, SA McDonald wrote a letter to Avenbach requesting the best way in which SA 
McDonald could make contact with him in regards this information on Wetterling. 

3. On 1-27-08 at 10:00 a.m., SA McDonald did make contact with Avenbach via phone in regards to his 
letter about Jacob Wetterling. SA McDonald offered to meet with Avenbach in Backus, Minnesota in 
regards to information however, Avenbach indicated his property was not very well kept and he wished 
to speak with SA McDonald on the phone. 

4. Avenbach told SA McDonald that in the summer of 1990 he lived with an older person by the name of 
^§fjl^Vye na , t |at an unknown address in Phoenix, Arizona. 

5. While in Phoenix, Arizona, Wendt had a neighbor by the name ofi Slenfl Hs^^rt/ho had a mobile 
home with a leaky roof. Avenbach agreed to fix Elsnier’s leaky roof and while doing so had contact 
with a child that was living with Elsnier. He asked who the child was and he indicated that it was 




Jacob Wetterling from St. Joseph, Minnesota. At that point, Avenbach was not aware of the abduction 
of Wetterling. Currently MtSncflr has passed away and Avenbach does not know where ffispigfif 
currently lives. 

6. In the summer of 1991 Avenbach said that he was in the post office in Pine River, Minnesota when he 
noticed a poster on the wall in regards to the disappearance of Wetterling. Avenbach said that he 
reported the information to the Cass County Sheriff’s Department in 1991 in regards to his sighting in 
Phoenix, Arizona. 

7. SA McDonald checked the records of the Stearns County Sheriff's Department, Cass County Sheriff’s 
Department and the Pine River Police Department finding no record of Avenbach making this report. 

8. SA McDonald spoke withUo stTE b e r f of the Pine River Police Department in regards to Avenbach. 
Ebert checked with the former chief of Pine River Police Department and he too had no record of this 
report from Avenbach. Chief Ebert said that there is foreclosure on the Avenbach property and he is 
upset in regards to that. That is a possibility why this information was coming forth at this time. 

9. SA McDonald can not find any record on a Glenn Elsnier in Minnesota or Arizona. With the time that 
has lapsed, and the inability to locate witnesses, this lead will not be worked any further at this time.

3. While having a conversation with Keller at the Corral Bar, Keller "out of nowhere” asked how 
the abduction of Jacob Wetterling affected her. Kayser told Keller that it made her sad and

upset that he was taken. Then 'EKOHaskedwhere she thoughfflJa coB was; Jokingly, 
Kayser said that he was in Keller’s backyard. With a strange look on his face, Keller indicated 
“Yup.” Kayser felt that this topic was brought up in a strange way within the conversation and 
the body language and response Keller pro vided made her wo nder if it was true. Kayser has 
repeated this story to the bartender at the flCofraR named tnamlfand her husband, Don;K ayser.

1. On May 26, 2008, it was reported to law enforcement that Keller might have information in 
regards to the disappearance of Wetterling. SA McDonald conducted research and found no 
connection of Keller to the St. Cloud/Stearns County area in 1989. He has not been 
mentioned in this investigation thus far. SA McDonald checked local Douglas County and 
Alexandria Police records for Keller. He has numerous law enforcement contacts however, 
nothing relating to the type of crime kidnapping. They are primarily as a complainant relating 
to his job as a bus driver for the local school district. 

i 

2. On 06/05/08, at 1:15 p.m., SA McDonald and SA Soppeland met with Keller at his residence 
and obtained a verbal statement from him. Agents explained to Keller that they were at his 
residence in regards to disappearance of Wetterling. Keller immediately acknowledged that 
he has information into the disappearance of Wetterling. Keller indicated that approximately 
four to five years ago, he had a dream about the abduction of Wetterling. Keller said that the 
dream involved about two monks from ^StMJohrilsITinivers ity in Collegeville, Minnesota. The 
unknown named Monks kidnapped Wetterling by using two vehicles along with two way 
radios. The vehicle, which they used, the back doors were rigged so Wetterling could not get 
out. Keller believes that Wetterling was killed and later buried in a second wall in the 
carpenter shop at St. John’s University. Keller described the carpenter shop however can not 
be specific about which building it was.

said that he had contacted the 



ingJEoundation about four or five years 


ago. He continued to contact the Wetterling Foundation until they indicated that he should no 
longer be calling them. 


4. Keller said that he has never known 


jiand lived at his present residence in 1989. 


Keller denied any involvement in the disappearance of Wetterling. 


5. Agents asked Keller if has been communicating in the community by asking questions to 
individu als about W etterling. Keller acknowledged that he plays cards with a person by the 
name nf ilf'eEtiBief gB At one point;' he did have a conversation with Dieter in regards to Jacob. 
Keller indicated that he starts out the conversation by asking a question "Do you have any 
idea what happened to Jacob Wetterling?” Then he receives responses from individuals. 
Keller had no direct information in regards to the disappearance of Wetterling other than his 
dreams. Agents suggested that Keller keep the information about Wetterling and his dreams 
between hiqnself and his wife. If he had any additional concrete information in regards to the 
disappearance of Wetterling, to contact law enforcement.;

SYNOPSIS 

On 01-24-09, at 1:22 p.m. SA McDonald obtained a verbal statement from Mills via phone. 

PERSONNEL ASSIGNED 

MN BCA SA Kenneth McDonald and Stearns County Detective Dan Winkels. 

DETAILS 

1. In January of 2009, Mills called in to MN BCA communications indicating he wanted to provide 
information in regards to the abduction of Wetterling. 

2. On 01-24-09, at 1:22 p.m. SA McDonald called and obtained a verbal statement from Mills. Mills 
indicated he wanted to report CERNIAK as an individual he feels might be responsible for the 
abduction of Wetterling. Mills stated the following circumstances supporting his belief. 

3. That CERNIAK has a grandfather that lives on a farm by Wuatab creek in Sartell, Stearns County. 
Therefore, he has relations to the St. Cloud, Stearns County area. Mills said that when he questioned 
CERNIAK in regards to being from the Sartell, Stearns County area he does not respond to the 

questions. 

4. Mills believes that CERNIAK travels to Thailand during the winter and returns to the Grand Marais 
area in the summer. Mills said that CERNIAK is a very accomplished guitarist and performs at the 
Gun Flint Tavern. Describing Mills always likes to be the center of attention. 

5. Mills described CERNIAK's music as having evil tone to it. CERNIAK also made a comment to the 
crowd one time that "religion is responsible for all the damn pain in this world”. When he was done 
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with his music set the crown applauded. CERNIAK believed that the applause was for his comment 
on religion versus his performance within the band. 

6. With the assistance of MN BCA Katie Meiers, SA McDonald attempted to identify CERNIAK by full 
name, date of birth and address. CERNIAK could not positively be identified through the databases 
available to MN BCA. 

7. Detective Winkels researched the records in the St. Cloud, Steams County area for CERNIAK. 
Winkels could find no record of a CERNIAK from 1989 to the present. 

8. At this point in the investigation, there is insufficient evidence to indicate that CERNIAK is responsible 
for the disappearance of Wetterling. The concerns of Mills will be documented in this case file as 

information at this time.

On 04/02/09, this investigation received a tip from America’s Most Wanted that LEVI BAR-JONAH 
may be involved in the disappearance of Wetterling. 

PERSONNEL ASSIGNED 

MN BCA SA Kenneth McDonald, Stearns County Sheriffs Department Detective Dan Winkels, and 
Great Falls, Montana Police Department Detective Bellusi. 

DETAILS 

1. On April 2, 2009, SA McDonald received information from Detective Winkels that they had 
received a tip from America’s Most Wanted. The tip indicated that NATHANIAL BAR-JONAH, 
AKA: DAVID PAUL BROWN was a convicted pedophile in Great Falls, Montana. The tip 
indicated that there might have been some remains of an unidentified victim located in 
Montana in the 1990’s. The tip inquired if these unidentified remains were Wetterling. 
Detective Winkels checked master name index for the Wetterling investigation and thus far no 
record of him within the Wetterling investigation. 

2. On April 3, 2009, at 12:30 PM, SA McDonald called the Great Falls, Montana Police 

Department and left a message inquiring about LEVI BAR-JONAH.

3. On April 6, 2009, SA McDonald spoke with Detective Bellusi of the Great Falls, Montana 
Police Department. Detective Bellusi was familiar with the BAR-JONAH investigation and 
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they do have a time line in which BAR-JONAH was throughout his criminal career. In October 
of 1989, BAR-JONAH was in the Long Pole Correctional Facility in Massachusetts. 
Therefore, he was incarcerated at the time Wetterling was abducted and no other information 
can be developed that he were involved with Wetterling’s disappearance.

MNBCA SA Kenneth McDonald and Lesueur County Sheriffs Department Investigator Bruce Collins. 

DETAILS 

1. On 2/11/2009, Seekins reported to the Lesueur County Sheriffs Department information in 
regards to the disappearance of Jacob Wetterling. Seekins reported that in 1966 he went 
to college with Ahlgren: Seekins opinion was Ahlgren was a strange individual. Has not 
had contact with him since 1967 however, he does feel that he may be involved with the 
disappearance of Wetterling. 

2. Seekins is vague in his reasoning for Ahlgren being a suspect in Wetterlings 
disappearance. SA McDonald reviewed the investigative case file and neither Seekins nor 
Ahlgren are mentioned previously. A criminal history was run on Ahlgren and there are no 
prior crimes that would relate to abduction or pedophile. Nor does Algren’s name 
associated with the St. Could, St. Joseph geographical area. At this point in the 
investigation this information will be kept as information only and no further investigative

1. On May 8, 2009, MNBCA received a tip from an anonymous individual that provided no 
additional contact information. The individual report that a person by the last name of 
MOSS, approximately 59 years old and may live near Aitkin, Minnesota. This individual 
has a long history of incest and violence against minors. The family of MOSS is too 
scared to report him. MOSS does have two sons by the name of Mike and Harvey. The 
reporter indicated they were more siblings but because of confidentiality, he could not 
reveal them. 

2. With the limited information provided SA McDonald was not able to identify who MOSS 
was. Therefore could not conduct any further investigation. This will be kept as a matter 
of information at this time.

SYNOPSIS 

On 5-31-09, at 10:27 A.M. Higgins called MNBCA reference the cold case playing cards/Jacob Wetterling. 

Higgins provided a tip that WHITE may be involved in the disappearance of Wetterling. 

PERSONNEL ASSIGNED 

MNBCA SA Kenneth McDonald, Stearns County Sheriff's Department Detective Dan Winkels, Prior Lake 

Police Department Investigator Chris Olson and Savage Police Department Captain Dave Muelken. 

DETAILS 

1. On 5-31-09, at 10:27 A.M. MNBCA received a call from Higgins pertaining to the cold case playing 
cards/Jacob Wetterling. Within the tip Higgins indicated that WHITE was an approximately 51 year old 
male that was working as a heavy crane operator in St. Joseph, Minnesota in 1989. He believes that 
he matches the composite that was released by law enforcement. Higgins also indicated WHITE was 
driving a white panel side van in 1989. Higgins also reported that WHITE s wife Ann White was 
reported missing around 1989. Moreover, believes that her remains were found approximately five 
years ago. Higgins was unsure if he has reported this to law enforcement in the past. 

2. On 6-2-09, SA McDonald reviewed the database of individuals that have been contacted in regards to 
the disappearance of Jacob Wetterling. SA McDonald could not find the names of Keith Higgins or 
DICK WHITE. 

3. On 6-3-09, SA McDonald contacted Detective Winkels of the Stearns County Sheriffs Department 
inquiring if he would review law enforcements local records from 1989 to the present to see if they had 
any contact with WHITE. On 6-3-09, Detective Winkels indicated he reviewed the local law 
enforcement records from 1989 to the present and there has been no contact with DICK WHITE.

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4, SA McDonald queried WHITE'S name in CrimNet. There are eight contacts with WHITE with law 
enforcement beginning in 1984 to the present. However, the contacts are misdemeanors or traffic 
related. See attached printout of contacts for details. 

5. On 6-3-09, SA McDonald also had a criminal history run on WHITE. Criminal history reflects that 
WHITE was arrested for a felony criminal sexual conduct in November of 1984 and the controlling 
agency is Savage PD. Under this arrest, there are two counts. The second count was an arrest in 
January of 1985 with a criminal sexual conduct, fourth degree that was a domestic abuse 
sexual abuse out of Savage PD. See attached copy of criminal history for complete details. 

6 On 6-3-09, SA McDonald contacted Investigator Chris Olson of the Prior Lake Police Department 
inquiring if he had any knowledge of WHITE. Investigator Olson was familiar with WHITE and the 
disappearance of his wife Ann White however indicated the main investigating agency was Savage 
Police Department and he believed the investigator handling that case was now Captain Dave 
Muelken. 

7. On 6-3-09, SA McDonald spoke with Captain Muelken of the Savage Police Department. Captain 

Muelken was familiar with WHITE, in fact knew him in high school to the present. He was familiar with 
the investigations into the criminal sexual conduct. Captain Muelken indicated that investiaation was 
in regards to WHITE having sexual contact with who would be i 

At the time of the sexual assault, ; in their late teens. Captain Muelken described 

WHITE as somewhat aggressive going after women however has no indication that there has been 
any desire for males, specifically younger males. 

8. Captain Muelken was aware of the disappearance of Ann White, which was confirmed to be 
RICHARD’S wife. This occurred in February 8, 1999 and her remains were found in a park in the 
Savage area approximately four to five years later. Captain Muelken knew that Ann White s manner of 
death was not ruled homicide. Upon reviewing the remains of the bones there were no signs of 
trauma therefore, it is believed the cause of death was ruled either accidental or undetermined. 

9. At this point in the investigation there are no indications that WHITE is a legitimate suspect in the 
disappearance of Wetterling. This information will be kept a matter of information.

DETAILS 

1. After conducting a previous interview with on Februarv 25, 2010, regarding a 

separate homicide case, SA Bechthold received a letter from regarding the 

homicide of Jacob Wetterling (a copy of the letter from i is attached to this 

report). 

2. On March 3, 2010, at approximately 2:30 PM, SA Bechthold met with i at 

i’s residence located at t 

regarding possible information i had reqarding tne abduction of Jacob 

Wetterling. In the letter and subsequent interview, advised SA Bechthold that shortly 

after the abduction of Jacob Wetterling, which occurred on birthday on , 

observed MICHAEL POSS acting suspiciously in his garage of the cabin the 
POSS family owns located at 14036 Badger Road in Kimball, Minnesota. told SA 

Bechthold that at that time, he had gone to the garage of MICHAEL POSS, where he 
observed blood all over the floor coming out of a refrigerator. When questioned 

POSS regarding the blood coming out of the refrigerator, POSS advised i that he had 

poached a deer. When i requested to open the refrigerator door, POSS ordered 

not to open the refrigerator door. further advised SA Bechthold that during 

that time frame, MICHAEL POSS had been driving a red vehicle which disappeared a short 
time later. 

3. told SA Bechthold that there had been an underground fort on the POSS property 

that was similar to a fort in Coon Rapids where had been sexually abused as a child. 

further added that the fort located on the POSS property was filled in with dirt shortly 
after the abduction of Jacob Wetterling. also added that during that same time 

frame, the family dog would come home to the residence located at 

, Minnesota , with bones and intestinal matter in its mouth. 


4. told SA Bechthold that POSS had committed suicide in the early 1990’s. The 
interview ended at approximately 3:30 PM. 

5. SA Bechthold subsequently interviewed and regarding both 

the Myrtle Cold homicide and the Jacob Wetterling abduction. During the separate interviews, 
both and confirmed that there was an underground fort and 

that it was later filled in with dirt. advised that the fort was not on the POSS 

property, but actually was located next to the POSS property on the Eckman property. 

further advised that Eckman still resides in that area. Both and 

confirmed that the family dog had returned home on a few separate occasions 
with biological material in its mouth. advised SA Bechthold that he could 

attempt to locate the location of the underground fort for the investigators. 

6. On Thursday, March 25, 2010, SA Bechthold interviewed Richard Eckman via the telephone. 
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Eckman advised SA Bechthold that he recalls the underground fort, but that it was actually 
located on his property and not the POSS property. Eckman thought the underground fort 
was filled in with dirt around the late 1980’s or early 1990’s. 

7. This information will be forwarded to Investigator Robert Dykhaus of the Stearns County 
Sheriffs Office.
